Not far from my former home in 
Kansas City, the Kansas River flows 
into the Missouri. Where the two 
rivers meet there is the sharpest kind 
of dividing line. But down river 
within a comparatively short distance 
the rivers completely merge. So it is 
with two lives. Union and perfect 
commingling cannot be forced, ever. 
This comes quietly and gradually—but 
it will come, and the united life will 
be finer, more noble and stronger than 
if there had been no differences to 
overcome. Each will have won a 
moral victory, and the united life 
will be calm and peaceful. 

2. Determination. There must be 
less thought of happiness, and more 
thought of the simple, unadorned job 
of marriage. When an explorer girds 
himself for a bitter trip into the frigid 
zone, when a child is born crippled 
and some mother’s heart is chained to 
the couch of his suffering, we do not 
press upon them with idiotic inquiries 
as to whether they are happy. Such 
questions would be an insult. Mar- 
riage is likewise a job to be seen 
through. People are to look before 
they leap and having leaped, they are 
to stay manfully at the post of duty. 
| There never was a marriage that 
| could not have been a success nor a 

marriage that could not have been a 
| failure. No one has a right to hap- 

piness unless he first wins it by de- 

votion, courage and self-sacrifice. If 

happiness is sought primarily and 

made the chief end and aim of mar- 

riage, it eludes the feverish grasp, and 

escapes. If, however, men and women 

gird themselves for the adventure of 
| marriage, determined to be sacrificial 
| and patient and forgiving, then they 
| find happiness! Marriage is a means 
of grace—not of human happiness. 

3. Politeness and courtesy. How 
greatly we are all to blame here! 
Home hearts are loving, but not so 
loving that they can permanently 
withstand boorish treatment. The 
very fact that they are home hearts 
makes them the more sensitive to such 
neglect. Home love is hardy, but not 
so hardy as never to need the dew and 
sunshine of kind, tender, courteous ac- 
tion. There are no hearts that hunger

In marriage with another Christian the 
individual is linking his life with one who owes allegiance to the same Saviour 
and Lord, who has the same deep aims and purposes and who can look to the 
Holy Spirit to deliver the home from the friction of self against self. 

In addition the Christian husband and wife also have a Book of wise and 
unfailing marriage counsel by the Author of marriage itself, the presence of 
the Holy Spirit and the unspeakable privilege of bringing each problem to 
Thus the believing husband and wife are confronted 
“Are we obeying Christ and drawing upon the 


so passionately after kindness and af- 
fection and thoughtful courtesy as the 
home hearts. Many a marriage has 
gone on the rocks at this point. 

4. Unity of interest. It is very easy 
for even hearts that love one another 
dearly to drift apart. The husband 
has his office cares, his professional 
duties, his daily toil. The wife has her 
household problems, the care of her 
children and her social engagements. 
Often before either is aware, they 
have drifted apart. 

Now there are excellent ways to 
meet this contingency. I know a 
splendid man and his wife who have 
been almost overwhelmingly busy, 
each in his own line of work, but they 
have not let that cause them to grow 


apart. They read together. They 
concern themselves each with the 
problems and hopes of the other. They 


worship together and pray together. 
The years have knit them into a per- 
fect union of wedded love. 

No man is so great as to be above 
concern about anything that affects 
the interest of his wife. If he is un- 
concerned, it is not a sign of greatness 
but of the sheerest folly. 

5. Vision to avoid misunderstand- 
ings. Married life is no place for nice 
calculation as to whose place and duty 
it is to make the first step toward re- 
conciliation, to apologize first. True 
love delights in being the first to for- 
give. The sun must never go down 
upon a misunderstanding. It would 
not have been permitted to do so be- 
fore marriage. Why permit it now? 

6. The abiding presence of Jesus 
Christ in the home. To leave out 
Jesus is a fatal mistake. He never had 
a home of His own, but He was a home 
lover, and His presence in the home is 
indispensable. There can really be no 
deep and abiding love without Him. 
There should be a family altar where 
at some time each day all the family 
gather to hear God’s words and to 
pray together. We are fast moving 
through this world. Soon all that re- 
mains will be the memory of our lives. 
If we do well nothing else in all the 
world, let us build well in our own 
homes.

Missions Feel World Crises * NAE Highlights ¢ Kennedy Vote and Religion 


POLITICAL EVENTS HINDER MISSIONS 


As the world situation grew tense, the missionary enterprise felt the impact 
of political events in different parts of the globe. Vietnam, for example, 
halted a 50-year period of unrestricted entry for missionaries. Veteran 
missionaries of the Christian and Missionary Alliance presently on furlough 
will not be permitted to return to their work. New missionaries of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, the Mennonite churches, Wycliffe Translators and 
Worldwide Evangelization Crusade have been denied entry visas. 

Thousands of people among the hill tribes have disappeared into the 
mountain country under communist control—not by choice but by armed 
pressure. Many Vietnamese Christians who earn their living by trade among 
these tribes have lost their only source of income. In some areas blighted 
crops have added to the financial stress. Relief supplies from the United 
States are helping to alleviate conditions. 

One missionary reports, “The communists’ aim at present is to discredit the 
government, eliminate all administrators and village officials by assassination 
and sabotage roads and communications. Possibly 700 of these officials are 
killed each month.” 

One mission board official, alarmed at the wholesale exodus of missionaries 
from Congo, in particular, decried the seeming contradiction of a message 
that proclaimed the power and protection of God midst all circumstances and 
surroundings, while missionaries fled when danger appeared. “It raises serious 
question marks in the hearts and minds of natives we are trying to reach,” 
he said. 

Edward Maxey, missionary to the Baliem Valley, New Guinea, working 
among the Stone Age Danis, told a Christian and Missionary Alliance conven- 
tion in Chicago that the inroads made by communists and Catholics disturbed 
him hardly at all. “Complacency and indifference on the part of believers are 
the greatest threats to Christianity today,” he declared. “Christians every- 
where—in the home, at school, in the office or shop, must gear their entire 
life’s activity toward one primary goal: that of bringing back the King.”

GRAHAM AIDE IN AUSTRALIA 


March 4-19 marked “the greatest cru- 
sade ever to flood the Shoalhaven,” 
says E. Arthur Long, minister of the 
Presbyterian Church of Australia, 
Parish of Shoalhaven, in the State of 
New South Wales. 

Dr. Ralph Mitchell, an associate 
evangelist of Dr. Billy Graham, con- 
ducted the meetings, assisted by Dick 
Shipway as choir conductor and John 
and Noelene O’Hare. Some 231 per- 
sons made a public declaration of 
faith. 

“The Shoalhaven crusade has not 
finished,” Long said. “It has just be- 
gun. God has become a living reality 
in the hearts and actions of far too 
many Shoalhaven people for the cru- 
sade to die as quickly as it received 
birth.” 


RADIO IN THE CRISIS 


The Congo crisis has emphasized anew 
the important role of radio on the mis- 
sion field, believes Edward Schuit, 
missionary with the Africa Inland 
Mission. Quoted in the Christian Ra- 
dio Amateur News, he describes how 
AIM’s twelve stations responded when 
the crisis began: 


“Radio contacts became the sole 
source of news and instructions. To 
many missionaries the radio was the 
voice of assurance that fellow workers 
were safe. One isolated South African 
farmer said it was the mission radio 
that kept up his morale. 

“Adjoining missions listened regu- 
larly for news of their missionaries. 
The amateur network in nearby Brit- 
ish territories looked to us for infor- 
mation. Belgian, American, Dutch, 
British and French consulates asked 
for news of their citizens, and our 
more powerful transmitter maintained 
a fairly consistent sked with Brooklyn 
headquarters.”

Bob Pierce has issued this urgent 
prayer request: “The Tokyo Christian 
Crusade represents a thrilling venture 
of faith on the part of the church in 
Japan.

CANADIANS HEAR OLD FASHIONED GOSPEL

ALTHOUGH burdened with financial 
need, the Tom Rees mission to Canada 
is being used of God. As I write, the 
Varsity Stadium in Toronto is only 
half full, but some 2,000 are present. 
I notice a strange mixture of those 
who know the evangelistic choruses 
and “amen” the speaker and those to 
whom the phraseology is foreign. 

In talking to neighbors in the liberal 


| camp, I find many not aware of the 
| mission. It appears that publicity has 


fallen short of the ideal but as the 
news gets around, numbers increase. 

Rees leads his own song service, 
starting ten minutes early. His clear 
voice twice enunciates instructions as 


| he treats his audience like a choir. He 


explains how to sing “How Greatly 
Jesus Must Have Loved Me,” and lit- 


| tle by little the audience learns it, 


preparing their hearts for the glorious 
message of salvation. 

The vibrant, clear enunciation of a 
voice pregnant with the Spirit of God 
introduces the message, “Get Right 
With God.” There are four points fol- 
lowing the reading of Romans 3:9-31 
—There is no difference, all have 


sinned; man can do nothing; redemp- 
tion is by God’s grace; salvation is by 
faith. 

After the message the evangelist in- 
vites his listeners to come forward as 
an act of public witness. He requests 
those who know the Lord and those 
who tonight have come to Him or wish 
to do so, to follow him in a prayer of 
dedication. Some voices follow clearly, 
and there is a note of dedication in 
them. 

With the audience standing for a 
closing hymn, those wishing to testify 
by public witness that this night or 
within the past two years they have 
come to Christ are invited to come and 
stand below the platform. Some forty 
or fifty take their place there. In the 
inquiry room Rees once again gives 
the simple plan of salvation. 

Thus it is that the evangelical visi- 
ter thrills that this great man of God 
has been led to take this trip to Canada 
in the area most needing evangelism. 
No such open-minded visitor could 
say anything other than “God bless 
this work and the man whom God has 
called to it.” 
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As We Near End Times 

This is a day when it is far from easy to keep a true 
perspective of world affairs. Each headline seems to shout 
more loudly and urgently than the next. Cuba, France, 
Laos, the Middle East, the Congo,—whatever the quarter 
the news is grim. Seemingly we are witnessing a rising 
crescendo of crises. 

In discerning the times, the Christian must beware of 
two errors. On the one hand he must not presume to 
say that this is the time of the Lord’s coming, for we know 
that “of that day and hour knoweth no man... but my 
Father only” (Matt 24:36). On the other hand he needs 
to beware of the danger of ignoring clear evidence that, 
however near to or far from the coming of the Lord we 
may be, we are rushing toward the climactic events of end 
times at a breath-taking rate. Quite possibly our Lord’s 
return is nearer than we think. 

In such times we can find help in the Word of God, 
especially in prophetic passages such as Luke 21. It isa 
good time to meditate on such passages and to note espe- 
cially the commands given for those who live in the period 
shortly preceding the Lord’s coming. Looking at Luke 21, 
though other passages might also be cited, we note that: 

1. We are to be encouraged, not dismayed, by the 
tumultuousness about us. “And when these things begin 
to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads; for 
your redemption draweth nigh” (v. 28). 

2. Weare to be discerning and expectant. “So likewise 
ye, when ye see these things come to pass, know that the 
kingdom of God is nigh at hand .. . This generation shall 
not pass away till all be fulfilled” (vv. 31-32). The con- 
text here is generally believed to refer to the renewal of 
national life in Israel so widely noted and discussed by 
students of prophecy in the last decade. 

3. Weare to be aware of the dangers of worldliness and 
materialism, especially of complacency. “And take heed 
to yourselves, lest at any time your hearts be over- 
charged with surfeiting, and drunkenness, and cares of 
this life, and so that day come upon you unawares” 
(v. 34). 

4. We are to be especially alert in our spiritual life. 
“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that ye may be 
accounted worthy to escape all these things that shall 
come to pass, and to stand before the Son of man” (v. 36). 

Whatever is before us, one thing is clear. The real 
peril of these days lies not in crisis and tumultuousness, 
but in that state of spiritual lethargy which the Word of 
God calls sleeping (I Thess. 5:6, 7). Many of professing 
Christians are sleeping already. The warning of our Lord 
in Mark 13:35-37 is certainly most pointed and timely: 
“Watch ye therefore: for ye know not when the master of 
the house cometh, at even, or at midnight, or at the cock- 
crowing, or in the morning; Jest coming suddenly he find 
you sleeping. And what I say unto you I say unto all, 
Watch.” 


Decision for Graduates 

Even as this issue is distributed a great army of high 
school graduates will be leaving high school textbooks 
behind and looking toward the future. 

Humanly speaking, the world in which they find them- 
selves is grim—troubled, restless, beset by fears and 
tensions. And yet, it is in just such times that the light 
of Christian testimony shines brightest and the opportu- 
nity for Christian service is most great. 

One word of counsel for graduates found elsewhere in

this issue bears repeating. With Dr. S. A. Witmer 
(“Where Should a Christian Go for Higher Education,” 
page 19) we say: 

Every Christian who pursues education beyond high 
school should plan to include thorough Bible study in 
his program. There is no substitute for the Bible. It 
is the Word of Life that builds spiritual muscle and 
backbone . .. Only in the Bible is to be found the truth 
about man, the universe and God Himself. It alone is 
the source of the wisdom that gives life meaning and 
direction. It is the one antidote for error. 

A fellow staff member recalls with thankfulness his 
own encounter with evening Bible classes well after he 
had completed his university training. Though he had 
received scholastic recognition in his field, it was the 
Word of God which opened up the deep and satisfying 
issues of life. Frequently he has remarked that if he 
could have only the one type of training, he would un- 
hesitatingly keep his Bible training. 

Fortunately in our day one can usually arrange to get 
both Bible training and academic preparation. But if a 
choice must be made, Bible should be the last to go. 

The issue is simple: Valuable as cultural or profes- 
sional training may be, it is insufficient unless it can 
be vitalized by the Word of God. 

The graduate has only one life before him. If he is a 
Christian he has already answered the question, “What 
shall it profit a man if he gain the whole world and lose 
his own soul?” But there is a similar issue still to face: 
What shall it profit a man if he gain the whole world and 
miss—by neglect of the Word of God—the fullness and 
meaning of discipleship and service? 


A Knock on the Door 

We see by the papers that a public library in an East- 
ern city has found a way to get overdue books back. It 
seems that, in compliance with a recent law, police came 
to the homes of a dozen or so of the worst offenders, got 
them out of bed and hauled them off to the police station. 

Some folks said that without doubt these were slow 
readers, Others thought this procedure was going a bit too 
far, like killing a fly with a ten pound hammer. There was 
one point in its favor, however. It got results. Library 
officials said how nice it was, after thirty years of sending 
innocuous notices that were largely ignored, to see over- 
due books coming back at three times the usual rate. 

We got to wondering if something like this wouldn’t be 
a good thing for ordinary citizens like us. We entrust 
certain members of our lean and precious stock to so- 
called friends, never dreaming that in that moment of 
weakness we have passed the point of no return. 

Let us put the shoe on the other foot. Imagine the 
shock of being awakened at midnight by a blue-coated 
representative of the law and hearing one standing beside 
him say, “Where is that book I loaned you five years ago?” 
One would certainly wake up fast under such stimuli. 

Perhaps we should order our Christian behavior after 
the pattern of old Jewish law and declare a sabbatical 
year, in which we return all displaced property to its 
rightful owner. Think what would happen, for example, 
if everyone—even Christians—began returning books and 
other things they had borrowed. The resulting peace of 
mind would be worth it, even if the neighbors did walk up 
and ask you, “Say, are you folks moving?” 

Yes, there’s no telling what an aroused conscience will 
do. Oh, excuse us! We just happened to remember .. . 
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For Women Only 

A thoughtful article in a recent issue of Christian 
Woman makes a point of an interesting but significant 
inconsistency. 

The author, a Christian mother and grandmother, men- 
tions a newspaper poll of teenage girls in which 90 per 
cent of those interviewed admitted quite frankly that 
they would rather do anything than housework. Yet 
in other polls, the article pointed out, the girls were 
just as frank to admit that their real ambition was to get 
married and have a home. 

It would be easy to smile at these girls or make com- 
parisons with pastors who do not want to preach, doctors 
who do not want to make sick calls or mechanics who do 
not want to get their hands greasy. But the problem is 
not limited to teenage girls; in fact it is something we 
feel a great many women are facing. (Men likewise are 
not immune to the same basic kind of inconsistency, 
though in other settings.) ; 

Much has been written about how to make the more 
onerous tasks of housekeeping easier and more pleasant. 
Food manufacturers, appliance makers and those respon- 
sible for the hundreds of soaps, detergents and other 
household products have teamed up to make housekeep- 
ing as quick and easy as possible. (One newspaper 
columnist in the Southwest complains that observation of 
the checkout lines in a supermarket will show women in 
his area are feeding their families on canned foods, pre- 
pared mixes and frozen TV dinners.) But most women, 
we think, would say that housekeeping is still a demanding 
type of work which is not always pleasant or easy—and 
which is never done. 

Up to a point, the search for ways of doing housework 
more easily and quickly is quite justified, of course. But 
it will never lead to a real solution to the housewife’s 
problem. 

For men and women alike, the key to satisfying living 
lies not in escape but in obeying God, accepting respon- 
sibility, in being useful. Such was the teaching—and 
example—of the Lord Jesus. “Whosoever of you will be 
the chiefest,” He declared, “shall be servant of all.” Then 
He added the gentle but forceful reminder: “For even 
the Son of man came not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister, and to give his life a ransom for many” (Mark 
10:45). 

The work of a wife is repetitious, often confining and 








often monotonous. But her privileges on the basis of love 
and service are beyond description. If she can but keep 
these in view, remembering that in so doing she serves 
the Lord in the calling He has given, her battle is vir- 
tually won. 

Her resources are more than sufficient. Does she lack 
still as a homemaker? Let her ask of God “that giveth 
to all men liberally, and upbraideth not” (Jas. 1:5). Does 
she need patience, or strength or grace to forgive? Does 
she need a new vision of her high calling? All may be 
hers at God’s throne of grace. 

The virtuous woman of Proverbs 31:10-31 is a serene 
and joyous person, but she is this not because she has 
escaped the brunt of her calling but because she has met 
it fully. 


Close That Quarterly! 

By and large the Sunday school quarterly has been a 
fairly effective device for gathering a great deal of infor- 
mation and teaching know-how and then putting it at 
the fingertips of grateful Sunday school teachers. But it 
has suffered from misuse almost as much as a hotel guest 
towel. 

Many a Sunday school class sails through a Sunday 
morning lesson without so much as opening the Bible. 
Indeed, so well established is the quarterly in such classes 
that many members feel that a Bible is excess baggage. 

It is common knowledge that among Eskimo families 
younger members often chew tough, frozen meat for the 
old or for the very young. A Sunday school class which 
gets only what the quarterly provides does not fare much 
better. 

If we had our way we would print Sunday school quar- 
terlies so that the leaves would stick tight together until 
the lesson in Scripture had been read at least once or 
twice. After that, teacher and pupil could make good use 
of the quarterly material—and we would urge them to do 
so—until Sunday morning. Then we would favor stack- 
ing the quarterlies in the corner for most of the lesson 
period while class members learned to feed and instruct 
themselves from the Word of God. 

Sunday school publishers would and do say much the 
same thing. But the matter lies in the hands of those 
who use the materials. In other words, it’s up to you. 

What will it be, strong meat or chewed meat for your 
Sunday school class next Sunday?

HIDDEN WAR 


~~ the tropical rice fields a 
water buffalo ambles along in 

complacent unhurry. Atop him 
rides a dreaming, smiling cavalier with 
legs a-dangle and the serenity of the 
fields reflected in his eyes. Day’s work 
ended, the night shadows fall rapidly, 
stars light the sky and the moon be- 
gins her stately ride through the palms 
of the coconut trees. 

Night... silence... until the dark- 
ness trembles and comes alive with 
the notes of the khene pipes. Some- 
where, voices begin an improvised 
song. The music develops, carries 
over the fields and fades softly into the 
quiet air. This is Laos. 

This small peace-loving country, 
tucked away in a little corner of south- 
east Asia, is inhabited by a people 
who want nothing more than to be left 
alone. Yet this country and people 
are written up daily in the newspaners 
of the world. Its government is 
under fierce pressure from Communist 
forces. Its northern half is almost en- 
tirely taken over by rebels. And one 
misstep in dinlomacy in the affairs of 
nations and this quiet land could pro- 
vide the torch to set the world on fire. 
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these days 
has dis- 


Enough is being said 
about the civil war which 
rupted the quiet days and invaded this 
gentle people with ruthlessness and 
death. But a second war is in prog- 
ress, a “hidden war,” of interest to 
Christian people everywhere. This 
war began 59 years ago when the 
Swiss Brethren first began to pene- 
trate the jungle denseness to bring 
Christ to the people. What about this 
war? How is it faring? 


+ To vIEW missionary enterprise in 
Laos, one must see the land divided in 
two—much as the military strategists 
see it. There is the northern half 
which, like a huge thigh, stretches 
from east to west. Then there is the 
southern half, where the country thins 
out into a long, narrow leg and foot, 
running almost north and south. Let 
us begin with southern Laos, where 
the war—at this writing—has not yet 
reached. What is the missionary pic- 
ture there? 

Missionary work in southern Laos 
is under two resident missions, the 
Swiss Brethren and the China Inland 
Mission. Some curtailment and ha- 








rassment, resulting from the over-all 
situation, calls for patience and forti- 
tude, but as yet no missionary has 
been forced to leave the country, and 


the work goes on with little inter- 
ruption. 
In Savannakhet—recently dubbed 


the “southern capital’”—the Lao 
church is moving forward under the 
tutelage of the Swiss Brethren, its 
hand of influence and prayer reaching 
into surrounding areas. 

One example comes to mind. Dwell- 
ing in Savannakhet is one who came 
out from China two years ago. He 
responded to the gospel with a heart 
hunger that could have come only 
from God. Week by week the truth 
sank deeper into his heart. Recently, 
just after singing the chorus, “Joy, 
joy, joy!” this spontaneous testimony 
bubbled forth: “Small friends, that 
truly is the real joy. How doI know? 
Because I have that joy in my heart 
since I have believed in Jesus!” 

Missionaries have gone into scores 
of Galler tribal villages in this south- 
ern leg of Laos, spreading the gospel. 
The door is open. In Thateng and 


Saravene good contacts have been 
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made, and valuable information ob- 
tained to promote linguistic work 
among the Takeng tribes. 

The picture is especially bright in 
distant parts of the Thakkek province 
as believers go on with the Lord and 
young missionaries dig into the lan- 
guage, living right in among the 
Laotian people. 

In the distribution of Christian lit- 
erature, plans move forward. Peace 
With God, translated recently, is ready 
for printing. New tracts are ready 
for reproduction, together with a Lao- 
tian catechism. Our gospel recorder 
missionary is now in pursuit of new 
tribal tongues in which to make re- 
cordings and propel the Christian 
message to tribes and peoples who 
have not yet heard. 

Missionary morale is high in south- 
ern Laos. The encroaching war has 
produced no thought of relinquishing 
the fight, but rather of sticking by the 
stuff, that we may be counted worthy 
to share in some little suffering for 
His Name. 


* Some thrilling stories have come out 
of northern Laos, concerning one large 
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tribal group in particular, called the 
Miao tribe. This tribe, colorful in 
dress and fascinating in customs and 
language, has been pinpointed for 
special interest by a number of social 
and ethnological study groups. The 
history of the Lord’s work in this tribe 
is comparatively short, but much to 
the glory of the Lord. 

In 1950 two missionaries of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance 
Mission, Mr. and Mrs. T. J. Andrianoff, 
were working among this tribe, with 
the help of a Khamoo Christian, Nai 
Kheng. Nai Kheng and his wife lived 
in a house the natives said was 
haunted. True, they heard disconcert- 
ing sounds at night inside the house, 
but sheltered under the wings of the 
Almighty they were at peace. 

Others furtively watched this couple 
and wondered at their constant joy 
and peace. Among those who ques- 
tioned them regarding this was an 
influential Miao sorcerer. Nai Kheng 
grasped the opportunity with joy and 
“preached unto him Jesus.” 

The day came when this Miao 
tribesman decided that he too wanted 
to walk the way of Jesus. Utterly de-

stroying his demonolatry devices, he 
put his trust in the living God. 

The very next day, however, the 
missionaries were to leave for a two- 
months’ stay at another station, and 
even while they were preparing, the 
new believer came in to say that the 
devil was seeking to overcome him. 
What could they do? They could only 
pray that God would maintain his tiny 
spark of faith. 

Two months later the Andrianoffs 
returned. One of their first questions 
was, “Is the Miao believer holding firm 
to his trust in the Lord?” 

Smiling happily, Nai Kheng pro- 
duced several sheets of paper. There, 
900 names were inscribed—names of 
those who in that short time had 
turned to the Lord because of the wit- 
ness of this one man! The converted 
sorcerer had felt that what he had was 
too good to keep, and he and Nai 
Kheng had gone from village to village 
with the transforming message of the 
gospel. 

Swamped with questions and re- 
quests for help and advice, the Andri- 
anoffs faced the mountainous task of 
teaching these new believers. For this

they needed help. They sent to the 
capital, Vientiane, and G. E. Roffe, 
one of the early missionary pioneers 
of Laos, flew in to stay for a weekend. 

But—in the all-wise plan of God— 
the plane he came in on developed 
mechanical trouble soon after arrival 
and was grounded. Then the rainy 
season began, and both road and air 
transport were cut off. Not until seven 
weeks later was the necessary repair 
part for the plane parachuted in by an 
army plane, enabling Mr. Roffe to re- 
turn to Vientiane. Those seven weeks 
were spent teaching these babes in 
Christ the Word of God! 


+ Ir was in this Miao area that war 
came in recent months. There are 
many unbelieving Miao, of course, and 
many of those who have professed 
Christ do not know the fullness of the 
salvation they have received. For 
these simple tribal people it is a time 
of confusion and testing. They stand 
in need of the prayers of Christian 
people everywhere. For while it is 
true that not much news comes out 
from there about how the Christian 
natives are faring, prayer is one spir- 
itual weapon that reaches into all 
places and sustains the people in this 
trial of their faith! 

The feet of those who bring “good 
tidings of peace” have been slow to 
reach Laos. Known for centuries as 


“the Land of a Million Elephants and 
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Buffalo are sacrificed by many of the tribes of Laos.

the White Parasol,” the country has 
placed this emblem in splendor on its 
crimson national flag. The roots of 
this symbolism reach down into Bud- 
dhism, the national religion. To watch 
just once the stately march of saffron 
robed priests filing silently down the 
dirt roads in the early morning light 
is to catch a quick painful glimpse of 
the need of the gospel. To see just 
once tribal animism in full play and 
in deadly earnest is to be abruptly 
gripped with the desire to spend and 
be spent that somehow they might find 
Christ. 

How did this royal kingdom pre- 
serve its revered, ancient past? Only 
by isolation. Withdrawn into land- 
locked valleys, the land threw off 
every attempt to woo it from isolation. 
A line of graves marks the first mis- 
sionary penetration by the Swiss 
Brethren in 1902. But the staunch 
perseverance of these Brethren left 
another lasting monument—the trans- 
lation of the whole Bible in the Lao 
language, a number of established 
churches and a_ growing literature 
production. 

Even so, the missionaries were piti- 
fully few, and they prayed for more. 
Then in 1957 the Lord brought the 
China Inland Mission into the south- 
ern area. These workers stood side by 
side with the Swiss Brethren in their 
task. Then in 1958 some Japanese 
Christians added strength to the wit- 
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ness. For the first time in Laotian 
history—at least, in the southern half 
—it seemed that the gospel was on the 
march. But even as these new work- 
ers gained entrée and facility in the 
language, the political situation grew 
tense, and Satan began erecting 
barriers to the advance of the gospel. 

At this writing, the fighting is still 
going on, in spite of the opposition of 
most of the southeastern countries 
and the western democracies. The 
position of the communist rebels 
seems to be growing stronger, even 
while negotiations for a cease fire are 
in progress. Even as we wait and 
pray, the opportunities for continued 
missionary penetration may be slip- 
ping from our grasp. 


+ UrcENcy is upon us in this little 
country. Northern Laos is overrun 
with Communist infiltration. In south- 
ern Laos the time is being redeemed. 
But it appears that that which is to be 
done must be done now. The inter- 
national spotlight on Laos is an earnest 
call to prayer, lest the door close in 
our faces while we moan, “Too little 
and too late.” 


The sunset flames across the sky, 
Giving to all its last long cry;

If the SC 
cross is all there is for us, we have dé 
left out the most important part. 
By WwW. Glyn Evans Certainly at Calvary the Son of God bi 
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offered Himself as the divine sacrifice 
for sins. He wrought our redemption 
there. There He purchased our par- 
don for the offense of breaking God’s 
holy law. 

But no Christian should stay at Cal- 
vary, as though that were the last 
stop in God’s program. The work of 
our Lord Jesus did not end there. 
Though “they killed Him,” He is alive 
again! 

There is a road that leads away from 
Calvary just as there was one leading 
to it. And if the road down was one 
of sadness and despair, the road up is 
one of joy and victory and power. This 
was the message of the angel to the 
women when they came to the tomb 
and found it empty. “Go quickly,” he 
said, “and tell His disciples that He is 
risen from the dead; and behold, He 
goeth before you into Galilee; there 
ye shall see Him” (Matt. 28:7). 

The road to Jerusalem must be 
superseded by the road to Galilee. 
Victory follows defeat. Joy follows 
sorrow. Life and power follow the 
dark shades of Golgotha! 

This is true not only of our Lord, 
but of every believer, who—because

he believes—has been made a partaker 
of his Lord’s risen life. And it is borne 
out in personal experience when in 
yieldedness to the Father’s will we 
follow our Lord through suffering into 
the “afterward” of power and blessing. 


+ In the Valley of the Ten Peaks, high 
up in the Canadian Rockies, lies Lake 
Moraine. Tourists have called it one 
of the world’s most beautiful lakes 
because of its serenity and peaceful- 
ness. This marvel of nature came into 
existence many years ago when one 
of the towering peaks above it con- 
vulsed and one-quarter of its mass 
tumbled into the valley below. 

In doing so it bridged a small stream, 
completely cutting off its flow. There- 
after, year by year, little by little, as 
the snow melted from above, the 
stream backed up and swelled into a 
lake. When it reached the height of 
the natural dam, gently it overflowed, 
so that at last the stream flowed on 
just as before. 

Thus, in the process of time, what 
the gigantic rock slide did to the 
stream was cancelled out. And more 
than that, the stream gave to men a 


sight of such beauty and triumph as 
hardly to be equalled anywhere in the 
world. 

This is a figure of what took place 
in the will of God at Calvary. There, 
Satan’s forces in a rage of wrath 
seemed to have their day. The Son of 
God was impaled upon a tree. For the 
moment it seemed that He was cut off, 
annihilated, ruined. But they did not 
know the One with whom they dealt. 
Men might dam up the life of the Son 
of God. But the third day after, that 
Life surmounted the dam and broke 
forth afresh in a rushing stream. 

The road to Galilee was God’s an- 
swer to men’s defiance. What they 
did to His Son on the cross, He undid 
on the Galilee road. They rejected 
Him; God received Him. They 
humiliated Him; God honored Him. 
They killed Him; God made Him alive 
again. 


+ Notuinc looked as hopeless and 
final as Calvary. Yet nothing became 
so promising, so limitless in blessing 
as the road that led from Calvary to 
Galilee. But Galilee did more than 
neutralize what had happened at

Jerusalem. 
victory road. 

In his book, Signs in the Storm, 
Joseph Nemes told of the seemingly 
tragic outcome of his attempt to escape 
from a communist concentration camp 
behind the Iron Curtain. After weeks 
of harrowing danger he arrived in 
Austria, only to be arrested and turned 
over once more to the communists. 
Despairing, in the darkness of his 
solitary cell he faced the sentence of 
death. There was no possibility of 
escape. He was finished. 

In those hopeless hours, God spoke 
to His servant. He led him to pore 
over familiar passages of Scripture 
and drew out his soul in prayer. 
Gradually, He impressed upon the 
youth’s heart the need of whole- 
hearted surrender to His will. In the 
days of sweet fellowship that followed, 
this young Christian, bereft of every 
earthly hope, nevertheless found joy 
in complete dedication to the heavenly 
Father’s will, whether to life or to 
death. Victory no longer lay in the 
hands of the prison commandant; it 
lay in the hands of God. 

On the eleventh day, an officer 
came to the young man’s cell and an- 
nounced tersely, “You are free!” Out 
into the bright sunshine Nemes 
walked. Legally he was free. But 
far more important, he was spiritually 
free as well. In the place of his great- 
est defeat, he had found his greatest 
victory. 

So, perhaps, with you. You may be 
facing possible catastrophe, physically 
or spiritually. Yet God waits to 
transform it into mighty victory—if 
you, as our Lord did, yield yourself 
completely into His hands. 


+ THE road to Galilee is not only the 
road to victory. It is the road of ad- 
vancement. The disciples felt that the 
death of the Lord was the end of 
everything. Hear the two who walked 
on the Emmaus road: “We trusted 
that it had been he which should have 
redeemed Israel” (Luke 24:21). 

Do you hear the accents of despair? 
The death of their Master meant 
terminus, finis. With His last breath 
the curtain surely had come down. 
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There was nothing to do now except 
go home, pick up the threads of life 
and settle down to what once was. 
They did not realize that Calvary was 
not the end, but the beginning. 

The fjords of Norway, travelers tell 
us, are full of surprises. One seems to 
be voyaging straight into a wall of 
rock, with a sheer dead end ahead. 
Unmindfully, the navigator steams on. 
Just as it seems he must crash, sud- 
denly the fjord takes a totally un- 
expected turn, and a new channel ap- 
pears. This is, of course, a delight 
to the passengers. The seasoned 
captain, however, knows that the fjord 
is not an end but a means. There is 
always a way out. 

So with the Galilee road. It is the 
continuum of God’s plans and pur- 
poses. Have you noticed that Jesus 
never seemed to look at the Cross, but 
through it? Inthe entire Upper Room 
discourse (John 13-16), our Lord was 
speaking of the road beyond. The 
Father’s house, the coming Comforter, 
the fruitbearing vine, the return to the 
Father—all these are scenes from an- 
other chapter in the Book. There is 
another way beyond the barricade, 
another life beyond the tomb. 

When Jesus surrendered to the mob 
in Gethsemane, He was not consigning 
Himself to oblivion. He was merely 
turning a corner, opening a door, 
breaking through, knowing there was 
something else beyond. 

Christ’s ministry after His resur- 
rection was new from the standpoint 
of location and work. On earth the 
Saviour was confined to a body and 
necessarily limited. After His resur- 
rection He was given “all power and 
all authority.” Now He was free to 
send His Spirit into the world to uni- 
versalize what He had accomplished 
in death, and apply the benefits to all 
who would believe. 

Thus, the road to Galilee opened the 
highway of blessing to the wide world. 
No nation need henceforth be exempt 
from the saving power of the Son of 
God, and no individual need cry in 
vain for cleansing and healing from 
sin. 

What does this mean to us? It 
means, for one thing, that the victory

of our Lord over death is our victory 
also. “Because I live, ye shall live 
also” (John 14:19). The impact of 
this truth on a world bound by fear 
and death is amazing. To peoples 
throughout the world, death is rec- 
ognized as the final defeat and irre- 
mediable. But the hope “which is 
ours through Jesus Christ” is assur- 
ance that death is not the everlasting 
roadblock it was and might still ap- 
pear to be. The Galilee road is strewn 
with signs that announce confidently 
that death has been overcome. 


+ But there is something more for us 
here. Our Lord’s victory at Calvary 
guarantees for every believer who 
yields himself to His will that for 
every miniature Calvary there is an 
aftermath of blessing. 

A favorite tourist spot in Idaho is 
the Craters of the Moon Park. In the 
center of the park lies a mound of dark 
volcanic ash, a most depressing sight. 
Most of the year this huge mound lies 
dead and unproductive. But in the 
spring, out of the black mass blooms 
a small, white flower, that grows in 
such profusion that the whole area is 
transformed into a magic whiteness. 
Nowhere else in the world does this 
kind of flower grow. Only here does 
the peculiar combination of soil and 
moisture give birth to this wondrous 
display of beauty. 

There are times when the Christian 
life may seem utterly desolated by 
trouble. But give God time, give Him 
His “nevertheless, afterward” (Heb. 
12:11), and He will bring the flower 
of godliness out of the life darkened 
by sorrow. 

What about the trouble you are 
facing just now? It cannot be worse 
than the havoc of Calvary which God 
turned into His mightiest conquest. 
If you will let Him, He will turn your 
chaos, your defeat, your supreme 
sorrow into rich, abiding blessing. 

Our Lord walked the Jerusalem 
road to the cross only once. He never 
walked it again. Then came the an- 
nouncement to the disciples: “Behold, 
He goeth before you into Galilee.” 
There at the seaside He confronted

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ow shall I prepare for my life’s 

service? What considerations 
should I put first? To what school 
should I go?” 

These are the increasingly difficult 

kind of questions faced by Christian 
young people and their parents today 
as education becomes more complex. 
In no other decisions except possibly 
those concerning marriage do young 
people more urgently need God’s guid- 
ance. 
The key to such guidance is simple 
obedience—unqualified willingness to 
do the will of God. But a necessary 
preliminary is the gathering of ac- 
curate information. 

This article is an attempt to provide 
such information. While it cannot in- 
clude all the pertinent data on such a 
broad subject, it does attempt a helpful 
survey of the major problems and op- 
portunities facing Christian young 
people who seek preparation beyond 
high school. 





+ Ar the outset it is important to 
realize that guidance from the Chris- 
tian point of view is not always avail- 
able from high school vocational coun- 
sellors. Some are sympathetic, while 
others have no understanding of 
Christian values. Some are even prej- 
udiced. 

I know of a fine young Christian 
who felt a call to prepare for Christian 
service. He shaped most of his high 
school program for later theological 
education and even sent his applica- 
tion to a Bible college. But before 
completing high school, an excep- 
tionally high score in a_ national 
mathematics examination brought a 
lucrative scholarship offer. This in- 
ducement, plus pressure from coun- 
sellors to take advanced work in 
mathematics, led this boy to drop his 
plans for theological preparation, can- 
cel his application and accept the 
scholarship.

The counsellors thought only in 
terms of aptitude and use of his talent 
for the national interest. Certainly 
mathematics and science are fields in 
which devoted Christians may be 
called of God to serve, but in this case 
it is probable that a missionary or a 
pastor or an evangelist was lost to the 
cause of the gospel. 

Christian young people may profit 
from listening to vocational coun- 
sellors. But they should also talk over 
their educational needs with parents, 
pastors and educators—persons who 
are definitely Christian in their con- 
victions and outlook. 


+ THE amazing complexity of higher 
education in America calls for in- 
formed judgment. Early in our na- 
tion’s history, there were four profes- 
sions—law, medicine, teaching, and 
the ministry. Today in the healing 
arts alone there are scores of profes- 
sions and specialties. 

Just since World War II, the nursing 
profession has branched into several 
orders calling for variations in amount 
and quality of preparation. A similar 
development has taken place in the 
teaching profession. Even the number 
of professions has greatly multiplied. 
Science has spawned an incredible 
variety of “ologists.” In addition, 
modern technology has given rise to 
an amazing number of professional 
and technological occupations. Cor- 
responding to this vast complex is the 
intricate maze of American education 
with its trade schools, colleges and 
professional schools. 

Fortunately, the high school senior 
does not ordinarily need to make all 
his choices at once. A medical stu- 
dent, for example, is usually well 
along with his medical education be- 
fore he chooses a specialty. A student 
may begin preparing for the ministry 
before he knows what his eventual 
type of service will be. Of course, the 
sooner he knows, the more definitely 
he can plan. 

It should be kept in mind, however, 
that a God-planned life moves in a 
straight line from the divine point of 
view, not necessarily from the human. 
In the life of Moses there was a forty- 
year desert interlude between univer-

sity preparation and his “life’s work.” 
Evangelical circles of our day pro- 
vide many examples of this principle. 
Bishop Leslie R. Marston of the Free 
Methodist Church was a graduate 
specialist in child psychology before 
becoming a churchman. Dr. Roger 
Voskuy]l was in nuclear science before 
God called him to be president of 
Westmont College. The important 
thing is to let God plan one’s life ac- 
cording to His ways and will. 


+ From the standpoint of preparation, 
vocational professions fall into two 
classes. First, there are those, like 
medicine and law, that require a basic 
college education before training for a 
profession in a graduate (above col- 
lege) school. Second, there are those 
that provide preparation for vocation 
on the college or post-high school 
level. 

Among the latter are two classes 
of schools. Vocational or technical 
schools are highly specialized and give 
little more than the training necessary 
for occupational skills. Examples are 
business colleges and hospital nurses’ 
training schools. Their programs af- 
ford little time for general education. 

Regular colleges differ from purely 
vocational schools in that education 
for culture and breadth of knowledge 
is considered as important, or more so, 
than the acquisition of skills. Teach- 
ing, engineering, and music are among 
the professions for which preparation 
can be obtained in regular colleges. 
In each, preparation can be continued 
in graduate schools. 

Probably most of those who read 
these pages will prefer a Christian 
school to a secular, but it is not always 
possible to secure the desired kind of 
vocational or technical training under 
Christian auspices. It is possible, 
however, to prepare for such profes- 
sions as teaching, music and engineer- 
ing in Christian liberal arts colleges. 
(Only a few, including Geneva College 
and John Brown University, offer 
courses in engineering.) In addition, 
quite a number of evangelical Chris- 
tian liberal arts colleges offer pre- 
professional programs in the fields of 
medicine, nursing, dentistry, engineer- 
ing and law. 





Before selecting a college for pre- 
professional preparation, a student 
should be certain that it offers all the 
work required for the graduate pro- 
fessional school he expects to attend. 
For example, medical schools require 
certain courses in science. If an ap- 
plicant lacks these, he will need to 
make them up as deficiencies, which 
may require an additional year of 
preparation. Since requirements in 
medical schools vary, the student 
should be familiar with the specific 
demands of the medical school he ex- 
pects to attend. 

Preparation for church vocation or 
Christian ministries has a large place 
on the college or post-high school 
level. This includes pre-seminary 
preparation either in a sound Chris- 
tian liberal arts college or in a Bible 
college which offers a_ substantial 
amount of general education along 
with its Bible major. Statistical evi- 
dence shows that such students are 
more appropriately conditioned for 
seminary work and do better than 
those who have prepared in a secular 
college. 

Bible institutes and colleges, of 
course, offer preparation for other 
ministries than the pastorate. They 
are outstanding in the training they 
give to missionary candidates. A num- 
ber of evangelical bodies look to their 
Bible colleges to prepare students for 
all their ministerial needs at home and 
abroad. Other denominations are de- 
veloping Bible institutes to supple- 
ment their colleges and seminaries to 
prepare men and women for such 
ministries as parish work, church sec- 
retarial work, missions, and Christian 
education. A few schools, led by 
Moody Bible Institute, offer thorough 
training in such highly specialized 
fields as missionary aviation and radio 
technology. 


+ But what of those who for one rea- 
son or another will go from high 
school into secular colleges or univer- 
sities? Those in this group often face 
a critical problem. Going to college 
involves much more than obtaining 
an education for vocation. What hap- 
pens to the young person’s faith, his 
attitudes and his heart are as impor- 
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Those who counsel, as well as those who question, 


will profit from this thoughtful advice from one who is 


thoroughly familiar with the opportunities for Christian students. 


tant as what happens to his mind. 

The secularization of much of higher 
education on the one hand and the 
need of students, particularly those of 
college age, to become established in 
the Christian faith call for careful dis- 
crimination in selecting a_ college. 

The years immediately following 
high school are critical. The need for 
“srowing in grace and in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ” must be given first considera- 
tion. Unless the student acquires the 
Christian world view in college, he is 
likely to become lost in the waste- 
lands of skepticism and humanism. 

On my desk, as I write, is a letter 
from a Christian mother, who is a high 
school teacher of art. She says: 

Leading a student to decide for a 
state or a liberal arts college is 
against my better judgment 

Having completed my degree three 

years ago after some years of ab- 

sence from the teaching field, I know 
the nature and degree of humanistic 
teaching. Our community has had 
its share of students who have been 
shaken from their precepts by ex- 
posure to this atheistic teaching... 

Our daughter chose the teaching 
field ... she went to a state college 
for teachers. The normal distasteful 
immorality among students, the re- 
quired reading (also distasteful), 
and the treatment from professors 
who are anti-religionists was taken 
as a matter of endurance. But when 
she was confronted with a bid to 
join a group (theater) who called 
themselves L.A.G., “Let’s Abolish 

God,” she rebelled against the sys- 

tem and is about to give up and go 

to a Bible college even if she cannot 
teach. 

[Obviously, there are other alterna- 
tives than to give up the teaching pro- 
fession, for there are sound Christian 
liberal arts colleges, and even Bible 
colleges, in which certified teacher 
education can be secured. } 


+ THE immediate problem for the 
Christian high school graduate breaks 
down into three important goals: se- 
curing (1) general or liberal arts 
education to broaden and deepen his 
educational foundation as a basis for 


all later specialization, ordinarily 
taken in the first two years (lower di- 
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vision) of a four-year college or in a 
junior college; (2) professional or 
pre-professional education to prepare 
for a life of service; and (3) Biblical 
education for Christian maturity and 
witness. 

Every Christian who pursues edu- 
cation beyond high school should plan 
to include thorough Bible study in his 
program. It is the Word of life that 
builds spiritual muscle and backbone. 
It is God’s revelation that illuminates 
the facts disclosed by science. Only 
in the Bible is to be found the truth 
about man, the universe, and God 
Himself. It alone is the source of the 
wisdom that gives life meaning and 
direction. It is the one antidote for 
error. If a student’s faith is firmly 
grounded in the Scriptures, he can 
more readily withstand the anti- 
Christian philosophies which he will 
encounter if he climbs to the upper 
rungs of the education ladder. 

And he will inevitably meet such 
philosophies. There are few Christ- 
centered, Bible-based graduate 
schools and universities. Most of the 
universities with graduate schools in 
medicine, engineering, law, forestry, 
etc., are public institutions and as such 
are not committed to Christian faith. 

But the Christian student does not 
need to go to a university for his 
undergraduate preparation. The im- 
portant college years can be spent in 
a Christian environment where Chris- 
tian guidance and Bible study are 
available. By the time the student gets 
to the professional school in a univer- 
sity, he should be mature enough to 
stand for his Christian convictions. 
Then his first concern will be to win 
the other fellow rather than merely 
defending his position. In this he will 
have the active support of groups like 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship. 

In urging the importance of ground- 
ing in the Bible, I am speaking from 
personal experience. My own teen- 
age faith was undermined by clever 
teachers who regarded the Bible as a 
collection of myths and fables. Though 
this faith was later recovered by the 
grace of God, I was left with many 
questions that clamored for answers. 

Providentially, I was led to a Bible 
school before going to college, semi- 


nary and university. There, under 
Spirit-anointed teachers, my faith be- 
came established in the ever living 
Word and the foundation for life was 
secured. 


+ Tuts, then, would be my considered 
advice to high school students plan- 
ning on college: With all of your 
knowledge, get wisdom—the wisdom 
of the Bible. Don’t take the bait of 
mere “Christian atmosphere.” That 
is good, but not good enough. You 
need to do more than absorb some 
spiritual ozone; you need to saturate 
your heart and mind in the truth of 
God’s Word. If a liberal arts college 
fits your academic needs, be sure it 
offers and will make room for some 
solid Bible study in your program. 

An alternative is to take a year or 
two of Bible before taking a program 
that can be secured only in a general 
college or university. Some Bible 
schools offer special programs for such 
students. Multnomah School of the 
Bible has a one-year intensive Bible 
course for graduates from colleges and 
professional schools. Since a number 
of Bible institutes and colleges are 
accredited, it is possible now to secure 
more advanced standing for the work 
they offer. 

How can one know which schools 
are evangelical and definitely Chris- 
tian? It would take the wisdom of 
Solomon to draw a straight line be- 
tween sound evangelical colleges on 
the one hand and colleges affected by 
liberalism on the other. However, 
here is a clue that will help. In the 
pages of such evangelical periodicals 
as Moody Monthly, Christian Life, 
Youth for Christ, Sunday School 
Times, United Evangelical Action, 
Eternity, and The King’s Business are 
found editorial information and ad- 
vertising concerning Christian schools. 
It is the policy of these periodicals to 
publicize only those schools that hold 
to Biblical Christianity. 

In considering a school or college, 
get all the information available. 
Avoid hurried decisions. Visit cam- 
puses if possible. Ask questions. In 
short, be informed—and look to the 
Lord for guidance. END

gan drop softly into the background. 

“Frank Abercrombie . . . Dorothy 
Adams .. . Ray Austin.” 

The first graduates step forward to 
receive diplomas and you breathe a 
prayer of thanks. These are young 
men and women, prepared not only 
for life but for vital Christian service. 

But it is right here, of course, that 
the Christian public as a whole loses 
sight of these young people as a group. 
They go out from many schools; they 
leave for hundreds of places of serv- 
ice, both here and overseas. 

The observance of Moody Bible In- 
stitute’s 75th anniversary this year, 
however, has prompted a more careful 
look at the 35,000 Moody-trained men 
and women in the great world-wide 
army of dedicated workers. 

An earlier article [April] sketched 
the story of home-front soldiers 
trained at this pioneer Bible Institute 
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—pastors, evangelists, Bible teachers 
and home mission workers. This one 
brings close-ups of two more impor- 
tant groups of workers—generals and 
gap men. 


+ Wuat is a gap man? Perhaps if 
you are fortunate, you have one in 
your church, or even two or three. He 
—or she—is not in so-called full-time 
Christian service. Weekdays he sits 
behind a desk or drives a truck or 
calls on customers. 

But there’s something different 
about Joe or Mac or Helen. It shows 
up, perhaps, when the fellow who 
works with Joe starts coming to 
church with a brand-new Bible— 
and evidences of a brand-new life as 
well. It shows up, too, when the Sun- 
day school lacks a superintendent and 
Mac steps quietly into the vacancy, or 
when Helen Smith takes over some 
sick calls that the pastor just couldn’t 
make. 

While many of this year’s graduat- 
ing class at Moody will find their 


places in full-time Christian service, 
others will go forth to swell the ranks 
of gap men—some in businesses and 
professions, some on farms and in 
factories, some in homes and schools. 

How will these folk be used? Some 
like Carl Gundersen, a Moody grad- 
uate of 1920, will turn their talents 
back to God by sharing money as well 
as administrative know-how. Last 
spring Carl left the business affairs 
of several land developments and 
building companies to fly to Africa. 
The reason: dedication of a new mis- 
sion hospital in Southern Rhodesia 
to which he had been able to make a 
considerable contribution. 

Besides the giving which his busi- 
ness efforts make possible, Carl serves 
on the boards of Youth for Christ, In- 
ternational, and Winona Lake Bible 
Conference, as well as board chairman 
of The Evangelical Alliance Mission. 
In addition, he finds time to serve as 
treasurer of the National Association 
of Evangelicals and has volunteered 
his time as finance chairman of the

1962 Greater Chicago Billy Graham 
Crusade. 

Not every gap man makes a contri- 
bution through his business. Some 
serve through Christian witness in 
their places of work, through leader- 
ship in their churches, through shar- 
ing know-how with Christian enter- 
prises. 

Kenneth Koch, for instance, who 
attended Moody for several terms, 
volunteers far more than a tithe of 
his time. At Calvary Baptist Church, 
Chillicothe, Ill., he not only superin- 
tends the multitudinous activities of 
a prospering Sunday school, but he 
also chairmans the board of deacons. 

Over and above this, Kenneth gives 
articulate testimony to his faith to the 
men he meets in the business world. 
Owner of a large trucking company, 
he participates actively in the Peoria 
Christian Businessmen’s Committee. 
In addition, he willingly shares his 
administrative experience with vari- 
ous boards—Moody Bible Institute, 
Winona Lake's Chapel Crusaders and 
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the radio broadcast, Chapel of the Air. 
+ You’tt find Moody-trained gap 
men in all kinds of places. In Ketchi- 
kan, Alaska, for example, Charles 
Boyer ’43 teaches science in the senior 
high school, and Richard R. Lather ’39 
is principal of an elementary school 
enrolling 850 youngsters. Their spare 
time is volunteered to a Ketchikan 
church. There, in that remote spot, 
both men teach adult Sunday school 
classes. In the past few years, they 
have served in various posts much in 
need of trained gap-man leadership. 

Gap men fill other niches. A ranch 
owner in South Dakota is the effective 
chairman of his church’s board of 
evangelism. The operator of a gigantic 
Texas automobile agency contributes 
heavily through his tithe and also 
through his service. 

Still others are most notable for 
their personal witness. Ray Studley, 
who attended Moody in 1936, works 
five days a week as controller for a 
Long Island City baking concern. But 





Saturday nights you can find him at 
the area Youth for Christ rally, coun- 


seling with teenagers. Sunday morn- 
ings, a class of 16-to-18-year-old boys 
respond to his presentation of God’s 
Word. V/eekdays, Ray shares in the 
job of making contact with business- 
men of Nassau County, N.Y., through 
the Christian Businessmen’s Commit- 
tee. 


+ Gap women like Mrs. Paul Jones of 
Glenview, Ili., are filling equally 
strategic positions. Mrs. Jones who 
graduated from Moody in 1943 is the 
wife of a Christian businessman and 
mother of two daughters. In addition 
to home duties and personal contacts 
for the Lord, she finds time to serve as 
a member of her church’s Christian 
Education Board, chairman of the 
Pioneer Girls’ Committee and as one 
of her church’s deaconesses. She 
also teaches a Sunday school class and 
sings in the choir. 

Some Moody trained gap men and 
women are husband and wife teams 
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like John and Jennie Pierce. John’s 
work as a highly trained electronics 
engineer has led them from White 
Sands, N. Mex., to posts in Holland 
and Belgium and to Cape Canaveral, 
Fla. Currently they are in Ft. Walton 
Beach, Fla., where John is manager 
of the Missile Guidance Engineering 
Test Group for the Boeing Gulf Test 
Section at Eglin Air Force Base. John 
teaches the adult Bible class for the 
rapidly growing Shalimar Presby- 
terian Church and Jennie teaches the 
intermediate class of about forty. She 
is active in women’s work, teaching 


Bible classes and doing personal 
visitation. 
Together John and Jennie have 


opened the Scriptures to scientists and 
engineers here and abroad, witnessing 
of salvation and the grace of God to 
Dutch, German, French, Belgian and 
American; to Jew and Gentile, rich 
and poor. On their present prayer list 
is a destitute family of nine whose 
fifteen-year-old son is facing forgery 
and grand larceny charges, an 
alcoholic and his poverty stricken 
family, and a twelve-year-old boy 
who has suffered a mental breakdown. 

Like other alumni of Moody Bible 
Institute, they believe that all such 
heartbreaking problems find their 


solution as the individual accepts 
Christ as Saviour and Lord and is 
given loving Christian guidance. 


+ Atonc with gap men and women, 
however, Moody Bible Institute has 
trained a number of the Christian 
army’s generals—leaders who have 
been led of God to open new sectors 
on the world’s battlefields or to step 
into places of former leaders. These 
are the men who, under God, plan the 
strategies, recruit the workers and 
direct the battle. 

Many of these men are at the ex- 
ecutives’ desks of mission boards 
whose missionaries literally circle the 
globe. Under their direction, the 
gospel penetrates to far corners of the 
world—to the Orient (where Philip 
Armstrong 41 is the executive secre- 
tary of the Far Eastern Gospel 
Crusade); to the north (Vincent J. 
Joy ’35 leads the Central Alaskan 
Missions, Inc.); and southward 
(William H. Taylor ’37 is general sec- 
retary of the Central American Mis- 
sion). 

By and large, these men carry stag- 
gering responsibilities. Consider, for 
example, the work of Dr. David John- 
son, a graduate of the twenties, as 
general director of The Evangelical

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Alliance Mission (TEAM). In 1946, 
when Dr. Johnson stepped into lead- 
ership, TEAM had 228 active mis- 
sionaries with a total operating cost 
of $350,000 per year. Today TEAM 
sponsors 820 missionaries with a 
budget of $3 million. 

Former general director of the 
Sudan Interior Mission which operates 
183 mission stations and sends forth 
1,300 missionaries is Guy William 
Playfair. He graduated from Moody 
in 1910 and went to Africa as a mis- 
sionary the following year. In 1944 
he became general director, and when 
he stepped down in 1957, SIM had 
tripled its forces. Today the mission’s 
ten fields stretch nearly 5,000 miles 
from Liberia on the West Coast to 
Somolia on the Indian Ocean. Within 
this area are 68 million people. 

There are other missionary-gen- 
erals. One is the international general 
secretary of the Africa Inland Mission, 
Dr. Ralph Davis, one of today’s mis- 
sionary statesmen. Immediately after 
his graduation from Moody, about the 
time of the first World War, he sailed 
for Africa with his bride, whom he 
had met during his student days. In 
the mid-thirties, he returned to the 
home office. Under his leadership, 


AIM has increased the scope of its | 


work more than 300 percent. 

Home director of the China Inland 
Mission Overseas Missionary Fellow- 
ship is Arthur Glasser ’39, who with a 
Cornell University degree and a suc- 
cessful start in civil engineering be- 
hind him, enrolled in Moody. His 
service as a missionary to China was 
terminated abruptly by the com- 
munists and he lived for more than 
a year under their regime. Today he 
is not only helping guide CIM as it 
faces communism on many mission 
fronts, but he is making a recognized 
contribution to the vigor and aggres- 
siveness of missions’ world-wide 
strategy. 

Then there are generals at home, 
men like Don McFarling who directs 
the American Sunday School Union’s 
far-reaching work in the _ isolated 
areas of the Pacific Northwest. Sun- 
day schools, visitation, evangelistic 
meetings, vacation Bible schools and 
other similar activities are all under 
his direction. 


+ Orner Institute-trained men and 
women have found places of leader- 
ship in Christian radio as it combats 
secularism and commercialism. They 
are the general managers, business 
managers and program directors of 
more than a dozen Christian radio 
enterprises in the U. S. and abroad. 
Some are engaged in directing and 
producing programs that are aired on 
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A NEW DAY! 
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@ There is something about dining with friends with mutual 
purposes in life that blends individuals together. Their minds 
are diverted into objective receptivity under which new en- 
lightenment, new visions, and new resolutions are possible. 


@ Three ingredients are necessary for a successful banquet. 
You must have a purpose worthy of the efforts to be expended. 
You must have adequate promotion to bring the guests. You 
must have a presentation that will successfully transmit to guests 
the purpose. 





@ Formulas do exist under which people can be guided to 
aiding worthy causes and other endeavors through insight that 
can be given only in the atmosphere of a banquet and under 
conditions as outlined in this book. 


@ This fact must be stressed over and over again. People want 
to give. If they do not give, it is not their fault. If a selected 
audience made up of people who can afford to give does not 
give, it is because the project was not presented on their terms 
of acceptance. 
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A. Jones, for instance, is the business 
manager of the Back to the Bible 
Broadcast, in Lincoln, Neb. Jim 
Draper is music director and general 
manager for Dr. M. R. DeHaan’s Radio 
Bible Class. 

Other men direct the affairs of sta- 
tions that are committed to present- 


ing the gospel during their total 
broadcasting time. KICY, Nome, 
Alaska; KAIM, Honolulu; HOXO, 


Panama; ELWA, West Africa, are all 
managed by Moody graduates. 

A recognized leader in this world- 
wide radio effort is Clarence Jones, 
21, co-founder of the World Mis- 
sionary Radio Fellowship. In addition 
to his pioneering in establishing the 
world-wide ministry of HCJB, Quito, 
Ecuador, Jones is recognized as a 
world leader in missionary radio. 


+ Stitt another group of Moody- 
trained generals has been led to 
places of far-reaching influence as 
heads of faculty members of Christian 
schools. Among these are the presi- 
dents of at least eight Bible schools 
in addition to outstanding faculty 
members such as Fuller Theological 
Seminary’s Dr. Wilbur M. Smith. 

Schools under the direction of 
Moody-trained men range from a big 
city institution enrolling almost a 
thousand students to an infant train- 
ing school for rural young people. 
Today, for example, some 925 students 
a year receive Christian instruction in 
the four schools under the direction 
of Dr. Louis Talbot, ’13, chancellor 
of the Bible Institute of Los Angeles. 

During the twenty-nine years in 
which Dr. Talbot has been affiliated 
with Biola, the original Bible Institute 
located in downtown Los Angeles has 
expanded to include a School of Mis- 
sionary Medicine and Talbot Theo- 
logical Seminary. Biola College has 
been established and accredited, and 
the 75-acre campus at La Mirada has 
been purchased. 

By way of contrast, in the little 
town of Bradley in the mountainous 
southwestern corner of West Virginia, 
you will find Lester Pipkin, hard 
working president of a brand-new 
Bible school. About eleven years ago, 
Lester, a Moody-trained pastor, was 
led to found a training school which 
is accessible, both because of location 
and low cost. This spring, the Ap- 
palachian Bible Institute graduates its 
9th class. Already, more than eighty- 
seven graduates are engaged in full- 
time Christian service. 


+ Some men are generals, indeed, 
along the pioneering frontiers of 
Christian work. These are truly the 
men of vision. Seeing a need, they 
seek God’s guidance to meet it, and 
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then at last, step out in faith, enlisting | 
funds and workers. 

You will find such men of vision 
piloting many a unique ministry. Go 
down to the Tennessee foothills, to the | 
Cedine Bible Mission directed by Paul | 
Zimmerman, ’32. It is an independent 
faith mission, unique for its many- 
sided program designed to ministers 
especially to Negroes. 

Another truly pioneering effort has 
been that of opening up closed 
churches. Lyle Anderson, ’35, moved 
into this pioneering frontier in the | 
40’s when he was led to a dilapidated, | 
memberless church in New York’s | 
Adirondacks. 

Today Lyle is general director of 
the American Mission for Opening 
Closed Churches, which in the past 
20 years has reopened more than 
twenty-eight churches in the Mid- 
west, New England and New York. 

Still other needs have called to 
other leaders. In 1959, adult delin- | 
quency arose just 1 per cent, but juve- 
nile crime shot up a full 5 per cent. 
Another Moody graduate, Bruce Love, 
is a hard-working pioneer-general on 
this frontier. He is director of Life- | 
line Division, Youth for Christ Inter- | 
national, which carries on a nation- 
wide program for reaching problem 
adolescents through laymen. 

Literally scores of Christian organ- 
izations have found the dedicated, 
able men they have needed for posi- | 
tions of leadership. An outstanding | 
example is the president of the Moody 
Alumni Association, Dr. Bob Cook. 
Dr. Cook played a leading role in the 
development of Youth for Christ and 
now holds a key position in the Chris- 
tian publishing field as vice president 
of Scripture Press. 

The list grows long—and yet these | 
are only a few of the many Christian | 
leaders and gap men who have gone | 
out from Moody Bible Institute during 
the past three-quarters of a century. 

These are key people in the world- 
wide gospel army—your army if you 
are enlisted in the cause of Christ. 

Pray that there may always be new 
volunteers, trained for just such serv- 
ice, until our Lord returns! END 


Note: In presenting this picture of 
Moody-trained laymen and leaders, 
we are aware that there are many 
Institute graduates not mentioned 
here who are doing an outstanding ' 
job in the work to which they have 
been called. We cannot, of course, 
mention them all, but trust that this 
article will remind our readers that 
there are hundreds of other laymen 
and leaders upon whom the blessing 
of God rests in an unusual way and

UNIT NINE 


FURTHER ‘TEACHIN 
FOR HIS OWN 


This is a Bible study, designed for 
home use by the correspondence 
school of Moody Bible Institute. 


HAPTERS 15 and 16, covered in this 

unit, were spoken apparently by 
the Lord on the walk with His disci- 
ples from the upper room to the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane. These chapters 
continue the same discourse begun in 
the two previous chapters . 

In Chapter 15 appears the seventh 
I AM saying: “I AM the true vine.” 
The nation of Israel, although re- 
ferred to as a vine of God’s planting 
(Ps. 80:8), failed to bring forth fruit 
for God (Hos. 10:1; compare Isa. 
5:1-7; Matt. 21:33-46). In contrast, 
Christ is the genuine Vine; that is the 
force of the objective in the original. 
The figure for the relationship of be- 
lievers with the Lord Himself is that 
of a common life which pervades the 
whole. No figure can express all the 
truth; here the question of salvation 
and safekeeping is not in view. The 
issue is abiding (which has to do 
with our continued fellowship with 
the Lord), and fruit-bearing as the 
result of abiding. 

Three degrees of fruit-bearing are 
seen: “fruit” (15:2), “more fruit” 
(also 15:2), “much fruit” (15:5). If 
there is no fruit whatever, the branch 
is taken away. This perhaps parallels 
I Corinthians 11:30 and I John 5:16, 
where the teaching seems to be that 
God may bring physical death upon 
a child of His who is dishonoring Him. 
Fruit leads to cleansing, for the divine 
Husbandman is not content with the 
mediocre. He desires “much fruit” 
(15:8).

Most of us have not yet learned or 
acknowledged the truth of our Lord’s 
statement, “Without me ye can do 
nothing” (15:5). We are inclined to 
agree that we cannot do much with- 
out Him; yet we have the temerity to 
think that we can do a little. Only 
when we come to perfect agreement 
with Him about our total inability, do 
we realize the other side of the pic- 
ture, which is implied here and stated 
clearly elsewhere: “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth 
me” (Phil. 4:13). 


+ To abide in Christ is to remain in 
constant fellowship with Him. This is 
the description given in the First 
Epistle of John (see, for example, 
I John 1:3). In other passages of 
Scripture other terms are used to refer 
to the same state. Here are some ex- 
amples: yieldedness (Rom. 6:13), 
walking in the Spirit (Gal. 5:16) and

being filled with the Spirit (Eph. 
5:18). 

One of the results of abiding in 
Christ is an effective prayer life: “If 
ye abide in me, and my words abide 
in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and 
it shall be done unto you” (15:7). 

Another result is continual joy. 
What greater joy could come to one 
than to know that he is loved by the 
Son of God even as the Son is loved 
by the Father (15:9)? The grace of 
the Lord Jesus is displayed in His 
calling us “friends” (15:15). His love 
is constant, but our experience and 
enjoyment of His love may fluctuate 
as we fail to abide in Him. His desire 
is that our “joy might be full” (15:11) 
as we keep His commandments and 
continue in His love (15:10). 

Still another result of abiding, al- 
ready anticipated in the opening sec- 
tion of the chapter, is continuing 
fruitfulness: “Ye have not chosen me, 
but I have chosen you, and ordained 
you, that ye should go and bring forth 
fruit, and that your fruit should re- 
main” (15:16). 

John’s Gospel, as we have seen, is 
filled with striking antitheses: belief 
and unbelief, light and darkness, life 
and death, love and hatred. Having 
expressed His own deep love for the 
disciples and having commanded them 
to love one another (15:12, 17; com- 
pare 13:34, 35), the Lord Jesus forti- 
fies them against the hatred which 
they will experience from the world. 

The word “world” (Greek, kosmos) 
is used in different ways in the Scrip- 
tures (there are also other Greek 
words which are translated “world”). 
Sometimes it simply refers to man- 
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kind generally, as in John 3:16. Some- 
times it is the wicked system (the 
Greek word literally means “order” 
or “organization”) 


Jesus Christ and to the people of God. 
The Lord Jesus plainly states that the 


world hated Him (15:18) and that it | 


will hate His followers (15:19). 


In the face of such words of the | 


Lord, it seems strange that Christians 


sometimes try to curry the favor of | 
the world-system. Like the sinful | 
nature, the world is incorrigibly evil, | 


and believers are not a part of it, 
although living in the midst of it. 
What could be more reprehensible 
than for a creature to hate his Crea- 
tor? This is the grave charge which 
the Lord Jesus makes against those 
who have rejected Him. The very 
fact that He had manifested among 
men a sinless life increased the enor- 
mity of their guilt: “but now have 
they both seen and hated me without 
a cause” (15:24, 25). 

Again the Lord Jesus promises the 
coming of the Comforter, 
His language of 14:16, 17. He indicates 


that He is telling the disciples these | 


things, the unpleasant as well as the 
pleasant, that they may be 
warned, that they may not be taken 
by surprise (16:1, 4). While He was 
with them such information was not 
necessary, but now they must know 
something of what to expect in view 
of His imminent departure from them. 


+ Many Bible students have noted 
that this “upper-room discourse” con- 


repeating | 


controlled by | 
Satan, opposed to God, to the Lord | 
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fore- | 


tains the nucleus of much truth which | 


is later developed in the 
Teaching concerning the work of the 
Holy Spirit in the present age indeed 
finds its core here. 

In the providence of God it could 
actually be true that it was expedient 
for the Lord Jesus to leave His own 
(16:7). No longer would His presence 
with them be localized as He fellow- 
shiped with them in bodily form. Now, 
through the Holy Spirit, His presence 
would be universal but even more 
intimate than before, because He 
would be within rather than beside. 


One of the ministries of the Holy | 
Spirit announced by the Lord Jesus | 


is that of reproving or convicting the 
world (16:8). As the gospel is made 
known to men, only the Holy Spirit 
of God can incline their hearts to 
receive it. He convinces men in a 
threefold way. 

First, He convicts of sin, showing 
that the worst sin, the ultimate sin, is 
rejection of Jesus Christ: “of sin, be- 
cause they believe not on me” (16:9). 
Then the Holy Spirit gives super- 
natural enlightenment concerning the 
righteousness which God requires of 
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epistles. | 
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man—righteousness which cannot be 
achieved by man, but can be received 
only through faith in an _ unseen 
Saviour: “of righteousness, because I 
go to my Father, and ye see me no 
more” (16:10). Finally, the Holy 
| Spirit shows men the true nature of 
|judgment and reveals to them that 
| Christ has already borne the judg- 
ment in their place; for at the cross, 
Satan, the archenemy, has_ been 
judged: “of judgment, because the 
prince of this world is judged” (16:11). 
| This is the third time that the Lord 
Jesus has spoken of the “prince of 
| this world” (refer again to 12:31 and 
14:30). Satan is the real organizer 
and ruler of the world-system, that 
| system which hates God and Christ, 
and will inevitably pour out its hatred 
| upon believers. Paul uses a similar 
|expression for the devil, calling him 
the “god of this age” (II Cor. 4:4, 
literal translation). We can be thank- 
ful that, in spite of this stern truth, 
God is sovereign and Satan’s power 
is limited in degree and in duration. 

Now the Lord Jesus amplifies the 
thought which He had previously ex- 
| pressed concerning the Holy Spirit’s 
| bringing all things to the remem- 
| brance of the disciples (14:26). “I 
| have yet many things to say unto you, 
| but ye cannot bear them now. How- 
beit when he, the Spirit of truth, is 
come, he will guide you into all truth.” 

It seems strange at first to hear 
the Lord Jesus say that He has so 
much more to tell the disciples after 
being in intimate and almost un- 
broken contact with them for more 
than three years; stranger still to 
hear Him say that they would not be 
able to take it in even if He told it. 
This is in keeping with a new relation- 
ship through the indwelling presence 
of the Holy Spirit. Now they are to 
understand things which they could 
not comprehend even when the per- 
fect Teacher, the Lord Jesus Himself, 
explained to them personally. 

There was nothing wrong with the 
Lord Jesus’ teaching. The fault lay 
in the recipients. How could they as- 
similate all that they needed to know 
of the doctrinal meaning of His aton- 
ing death and resurrection when they 
did not yet even comprehend that 
those events were so soon to take 
place? The full understanding could 
come only after the events, and then 
only through the interpretation of the 
Spirit of God Himself, who would 





| continue the teaching ministry of the 
| Lord Jesus: “for he shall not speak 


of [from] himself; but whatsoever he 
shall hear, that shall he speak: and 


| he will show you things to come. He 
| shall glorify me: for he shall receive 


| of mine, and shall show it unto you” 


| (16:13, 14). 


+ Eartier in this discourse of the 
Lord Jesus there were indications that 
it was not uninterrupted. Some of the 
disciples had asked questions and in- 
terjected comments. This was not a 
formal oration, but a farewell con- 
versation in which the Lord Jesus 
naturally talked most, for He had 
most to say. Here, near the close of 
His valedictory, the disciples again 
speak, but first among themselves. 
Some are perplexed (16:17). The 
Lord Jesus, graciously responding to 
their desire to know what He means 
(16:19), explains to them more fully. 

There must be some sorrow in the 
life of the believer, but it is transitory. 
Future joy is inevitable (16:22). And 
there can be joy now through the new 
relationship in prayer: “Hitherto have 
ye asked nothing in my name: ask, 
and ye shall receive, that your joy 
may be full” (16:24). 

Then as the Lord Jesus spelled it 
out for them, so to speak (16:28), 
they acknowledged that He spoke 
plainly (16:29, 30). Recognizing their 
faith, He nevertheless sorrowfully 
foretold the fact that they would soon 
forsake Him (16:32). 

His reason for telling them these 
things was that in Him they might 
have peace. Note that He did not 
promise them, or any of us, peace 
in the world: “In the world ye shall 
have tribulation: but be of good 
cheer; I have overcome the world” 
(16:33). Peace for anyone is found 
only in the Lord Jesus as He minis- 
ters to men generally. More wonder- 
ful still are His parting words to His 
own, 

Some have compared the section of 
John that tells of the public ministry 
of our Lord to the court of the taber- 
nacle in Old Testament times. Follow- 
ing this analogy, the private ministry 
to His own would correspond to the 
first room of the tabernacle, the holy 
place. There is yet one more room, 
the holiest of all—and into that we are 
about to enter, as we hear what the 
Lord Jesus says to the Father about 
us.

Great Personalities of the New Testament 


THE MANY biographies of the Old 
and New Testaments, some narrated 
at great length and others limited to a 
single clause, are among the most 
fascinating and spiritually enriching 
passages in the Word of God. For this 
reason, almost all who write on 
biblical and theological subjects soon- 
er or later feel compelled to produce 
at least one book relating to some 
character, or group of characters, in 
the Bible. Some of these volumes are 
rather carelessly done and will never 
be heard from after the first edition is 
exhausted; others are excellent, and 
whether they are honored with fre- 
quent re-printings or not, perma- 
nently remain as books worth consult- 
ing. 

Now and then a volume appears of 
superior value, such as the volumes 
by Alexander Whyte, which in some 
parts will never be surpassed—also the 
ever rich volumes of W. M. Mackay, 
W. M. Clow, Krummacher, Kuyper, 
W. F. Adeney, J. S. Howson, A. T. 
Robertson, etc. In the last eight or ten 
years, apart from Cullmann’s work on 
Simon Peter, I had not seen a volume 
which I personally placed in this last 
group, until reading through a new 
work by my colleague, Dr. William 
Sanford LaSor, Professor of Old 
Testament at Fuller Theological Semi- 
nary. This work is Great Personalities 
of the New Testament (Revell, $3.50). 

Dr. LaSor’s earlier volume, Great 
Personalities of the Old Testament, 
was very well received by teachers 
and biblical scholars throughout our 
country and was selected as the book 
of the month by the Evangelical Book 
Club. This is an even better volume 
than the earlier one. I am not prone 
to make unjustified claims regarding 
the worth of a volume, which is so 
often done today in book reviews and 
ads, but I would say this work of Dr. 
LaSor’s is equal to any volume on

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New Testament characters by the late 
great Greek scholar, A. T. Robertson, 
and in some ways, superior even to 
Robertson’s. 

There are eighteen chapters here; 
the first is a good discussion of the 
“Fullness of Time,” and the last “The 
Triumphant Christ.” Two chapters 
are devoted to Simon Peter and two to 
the apostle Paul. On the other hand, 
three characters—Lazarus, Mary and 
Martha—are brought together in a 
single chapter, as are Timothy and 
Titus, and Barnabas and Mark. I 
would say, among other commendable 
qualities, there are three that stand 
out on nearly every page. In the first 
place, the book reveals the very care- 
ful and wide scholarship of the author, 
which is especially displayed in his 
now reprinted Amazing Dead Sea 
Scrolls, and in his exhaustive bibliog- 
raphy of that subject in a separate 
publication covering works in some 
seven or eight languages. 

In the second place, Dr. LaSor has 
frankly faced some of the real prob- 
lems in the text, which careful stu- 
dents of the New Testament, espe- 
cially seminary men, will unavoidably 
face sooner or later in their studies. 
In the third place, Dr. LaSor, who was 
a pastor for some years, has presented 
his rich material in such a way that it 
can be digested and re-asserted by the 
minister from the pulpit or in his Bible 
class. Take, for instance, such a sim- 
ple outline as this of the Virgin Mary: 
Mary and God; Mary and Joseph; 
Mary and Jesus; Mary and the 
Church. Incidentally, there is a very 
good note here on the historically un- 
founded dogma of the assumption of 
Mary. 

For the life of Peter as recorded in 
the Gospels, the outline is as follows: 
The Great Challenge; The Great Con- 
fession; The Great Revelation; The 
Great Denial; The Great Restoration. 
Now and then we have a footnote set- 
ting forth a problem with unusually 
good common sense, as does this one. 
“Some believe that Peter erred in this 


suggestion, not having received the 
Holy Spirit as yet, and that Paul 
should have been the twelfth apostle. 
But Paul could not meet the basic re- 
quirement, which was set forth not 
only by Peter but by the Lord Jesus 
as well (if I correctly understand 
Mark 3:14)—namely, that these men 
were to be eyewitnesses not only of 
the risen Lord, but of His previous 
ministry as well. If the Christian 
faith was to be rooted in the historical, 
it had to have witnesses to all that had 
happened historically. Moreover, the 
choice was not really a successor to 
Judas (no successor to James was 
chosen when he was killed), but 
rather the selection of an alternate 
who had been in exactly the same re- 
lationship to Jesus and the eleven as 
Judas had been.” 

The outline for the second chapter 
on Peter entitled “Peter the Rock” is 
as_ follows: Peter at Jerusalem; 
Peter in Judea and Samaria; Peter 
Unto the Ends of the Earth. Dr. LaSor 
asks the question, “Where did Peter go 
after he departed from Jerusalem?” 
And then he continues, “The death of 
Herod Agrippa I occurred in A.D. 44. 
According to some Roman Catholic 
scholars who follow the tradition pre- 
served by the church historian, Euse- 
bius, Peter went to Rome at this time; 
others hold that he went to Antioch, 
as indicated in Galatians 2:11; and 
that at a later date went to Rome. 
Protestant scholars are divided on 
whether Peter was ever in Rome; 
probably the majority take the nega- 
tive position. The problem is certainly 
not an item of essential faith.” 

Dr. LaSor himself believes that 
Peter was in Rome; he argues from 
interpreting Babylon of Revelation 18 
to mean Rome, linking this with 
Peter’s reference to Babylon at the 
end of his first epistle (I Pet. 5:13). 
With this some will disagree, but none 
will disagree with Dr. LaSor when he 
adds, however, that “to say that Peter 
was first of the apostles is one thing; 
to say that this primacy was passed on

by apostolic succession is another. To 
say that Peter reached Rome toward 
the end of his life and was martyred 
there is one thing; to say that he was 
the first pope is something entirely 
different.” 

An added virtue almost never found 
in books of this kind—not even in 
Robertson’s inimitable volumes of 


studies of the New Testament char- | 
acters—is an excellent, well-chosen | 


bibliography of New Testament char- 
acters as a whole and of the specific 
characters that are here touched upon. 


I am sure that any Christian group | 


would be spiritually refreshed and 
stimulated to new endeavor for Christ 
if a minister or Bible teacher should 
present a series with the rich material 
which Dr. LaSor places at our dis- 
posal. I commend the book enthu- 
siastically. 


Annotated Reference Bible 


Zondervans of Grand Rapids, Mich., | 


has just published a large four-column | 
volume of some five hundred pages, | 
entitled Annotated Reference Bible by 
Finis J. Dake ($7.95). This particular 
volume covers the New Testament, 
Daniel, Psalms and Proverbs. To this 
work the author has given thousands 
of hours of careful study and there are 
many, many excellent features in it. 
The marginal notes are elaborate, and 
scores of outlines here are suitable for 
a sermon series. As an indication of 
the minute attention he has given to 
the text, he says of Matthew (and 
similar statistics are given for each 
book): “In Matthew are 1,071 verses; 
23,684 words; 177 questions; 25 Old 
Testament prophecies; 47 new proph- 
ecies; 815 verses of history; 256 verses 
of prophecy, of which 164 refer to un- 
fulfilled, and 92 to fulfilled proph- 
ecies.” 

The author has given a great deal of 
attention to the matter of questions, 
and in an appendix will be found a 
complete list of all the questions that 
occur in the New Testament, of which, 
and this will surprise many, there are 
1,022. I have often said that the ques- 
tions asked of Jesus, and those asked 
by Him, would make an excellent 
series of Sunday evening sermons, and 
there are quite a few books on this 
subject, but what to do with over 1,000 
questions in the New Testament I 
wouldn’t know. 

The discussion of the change from 
the Sabbath to Sunday is commend- 
able. The author seems to be partic- 
ularly interested in certain New 
Testament themes, for example, in the 
matter of divorce, concerning which 
he has two very long notes. He is in- 
terested in the subject of tongues, 
sickness and healing, sexual sins and, | 
most of all, he is interested in pro- | 
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Here, in 23 handsome volumes is the most useful set 
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phetic matters, especially in the Anti- 
christ. Some of the extended notes 
show quite a marked prejudice. For 
instance, he has an extended note 
giving, so he says, eight reasons why 
women should be allowed to preach. 
One can quickly assume that this book 
was written south of the Mason-Dixon 
line (as it was), from the fact that he 
gives, what he calls, thirty reasons 
why the races should be segregated. 
I believe our author has twenty-seven 
different notes on Antichrist and 
eighteen notes on baptism, embracing, 
he says, seventy-six facts about this 
rite. 

With some of the author’s views, 
most will emphatically disagree. I do 
not believe that the wise men visited 
the Holy Family in Nazareth, rather 
than in Bethlehem. Hardly any New 
Testament scholar today would agree 
that the account of the temptation re- 


| corded in Matthew 4 is not the same 


| as the one recorded in Luke 4. 


I have 


| read a great many books on prophecy, 











but I never before heard of anyone 
putting the beginning of the times of 
the Gentiles at the period of the bond- 
age in Egypt, instead of the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar. 
To place the period of Moses at 1700 
B.C. is simply ridiculous, the very 
earliest for the Exodus would be 1440, 
and some place it in the thirteenth 
century. I have not tested it, but I 
don’t think many would agree that 
regarding our Lord’s fast for forty 
days, “any normal healthy person can 
fast this long without any harm.” I 
know some who have died in attempt- 
ing a forty day fast. Herod was not 
made governor of Galilee at fifteen, 
but twenty-five. 

Let me repeat. There are hundreds 
of good things in this book, but one 
must be very careful not to think that 
here is a guide which can be always 
safely trusted. I know of some in this 
country who made suggestions about 
certain matters here that were elimi- 
nated before the book came from the 
press. I only wish the publishers had 
let three or four well-informed Bible 
students in this country work through 
this volume carefully to eliminate its 
most foolish statements, even though 
the author is entitled to his own views 
on many subjects. 


Pentecostal History 


The Pentecostal movement has had, 
during the twentieth century, the most 
phenomenal growth of any evangelical 
group in the Protestant Church in 
North America. Its history must al- 
ways be considered a vital part of the 
history of the Christian faith in our 
great nation, indeed the entire western 
world. 

A new book, The Promise Fulfilled: 
A History of the Modern Pente- 
costal Movement by Klaud Kendrick 
(Gospel Publishing House, Spring- 
field, Mo., 1961), is the revision and 
amplification of a doctoral dissertation 
at the graduate school of the Univer- 
sity of Texas in 1959. Dr. Kendrick is, 
at the present time, president of the 
Southwestern Bible Institute of Waxa- 
hachie, Tex. I commend this volume 
with enthusiasm. It is the best, most 
balanced, historically sound survey of 
the history of modern Pentecostalism 
in our country that has thus far ap- 
peared, and there have been quite a 
few volumes on the subject published 
within the last few years. The text 
itself extends to some 200 pages with 
eleven pages of excellent bibliography 
and an adequate index. 

I have only two criticisms of the 
book, neither of them fundamental. 
One is that the title is not quite cor- 
rect. This is not so much a history of 
the modern Pentecostal movement as 
it is a history of the modern Pente- 
costal movement in the United States. 
Strange to say, and such dual phe- 
nomena frequently appear through the 
centuries, Pentecostalism became a 
vital movement in Great Britain very 
soon after it began in this country, and 
the history of Pentecostalism in Great 
Britain has been very well told in the 
volume by Donald G. Gee, The Pente- 
costal Movement, London, 1949. The 
only other real criticism I would make 
of the volume is regarding a sentence 
found on page 31, referring to the lat- 
ter part of the nineteenth century: 

“Since no existing church com- 
munion declared itself as a body 
against the religious laxness and in- 
novations that disturbed the American 
church in the last half of the nine- 
teenth century, the way was open for 
a new group to come forward as cham-

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pions of traditional evanzelical Prot- 
estantism.” I do not think one is 
justified in saying that Pentecostalism 
was the only voice raised against the 
looseness in the Protestant Church 
toward the end of that century. The 
Christian and Missionary Alliance 
movement was a very powerful force, 
originating about this time. There 
were some strong voices being heard 
in some areas of Presbyterianism, in- 
cluding some heresy trials. The whole 


movement of American fundamental- | 


ism had its roots in this period. 

Do not let either of these criticisms, 
however, keep one from securing and 
carefully reading and studying this 
volume. A word perhaps about the 
growth of some of these Pentecostal 
groups, so clearly brought out by our 
author, should be repeated here. 
Counting all the Pentecostal groups 
together, in 1936, there were 6,063 
churches and 316,000 members. By 
1959, which would be less than a quar- 
ter of a century, the number of 
churches had multiplied by 400 per 
cent, being 24,701, and the number of 
members had risen to 1,839,000. Of all 
these groups, the Assemblies of God, 
now the largest among the Pentecostal 
bodies, had the most phenomenal 
growth. In 1909 they had 1612 
churches with a membership of ap- 
proximately 92,000. In thirty years 
they had 8,094 churches and 505,000 


members. In 1923 this group had 222 |! 


missionaries and in 1959 they had 758 
missionaries. 

The work of publications in the As- 
semblies of God puts most Protestant 
bodies to shame. In 1917, the gross 
sales of the Gospel Publishing House 
was $17,000. In the fiscal year for 
1958-59, the gross sales amounted to 
$5,568,146. Their own periodical, The 
Pentecostal Evangel, today has a reg- 
ular weekly circulation of 170,000 
copies. These Pentecostal groups have 
always vigorously pursued the matter 
of educating their young people, and 
have established a number of Bible 
Institutes and colleges, with varied 
histories. In 1951, all of the schools 
of the Assemblies of God were ac- 
cepted by the Accrediting Association 
for Bible Institutes and Colleges. Their 
leaders are now working on a plan for 
the establishment of a Liberal Arts 
College. 

While the Assemblies of God 
form the largest group today among 
the Pentecostalists, having something 
more than one quarter of the entire 
Pentecostal membership, we must not 
forget that there are a number of 


others which have not had quite such |:

Comments on Revelation 13 
| Prophetic writers of the last one 
hundred years have frequently re-

Who has not 
heard that said in the last few dec- 
ades? And although today one partic- 
ular form of this beast, thank God, has 
been laid low, others have arisen out 
of the sea of humanity of whom the 
faint-hearted still say, ‘Who is able 
to make war with this monster?’ ‘And 
there was given to him a mouth 
speaking great things and blasphe- 
mies.’

There is | 
only one voice in which we can hear | 
the voice of God, the note of supreme 
authority, and that is the voice of | 
Jesus. It is not to be found in the | 
tumult of nature or world events, in 
the earthquake, or in the whirlwind, | 
or in the fire, but in a still small voice 
which those who have ears to hear | 
may ever hear.

A Teacher Training Program That Works © 


By Lloyd Shaw 


NM ost churches have a hard time 
recruiting, holding and training 
good Sunday school teachers. Teach- 
ers are often pressed into service with- 
out adequate training. Other good 
prospects refuse to take a class from 
the very start, because they know 
their training is inadequate. Sub- 
stitute teachers are also hard to find. 
As an associate pastor in Clay 
Center, Kan., I decided to face this 
problem in our church head-on. We

launched into a bold teacher-training 
program that many thought could not 
succeed. But it did. In just three 
months we recruited and trained an 
entire new staff of twenty-eight teach- 
ers, who now rotate with our original 
staff every three months. 

Here’s how we got the program 
started. First, the plan called for two 
separate teaching staffs, substitutes 
included. While one staff was in ac- 
tion, I would conduct a special teach- 
ers’ training class for the other. It

| drew half of these teachers and re- 
placed them with half of the recruits. 
Thus, when it came time to rotate, the 
| entire force did not have to pull out at 
once. 
For training aids we used the Moody 

Bible Institute filmstrips entitled 
| “Successful Teaching.” We showed 
one each session and used the remain- 
ing time to discuss teaching problems 
and methods the filmstrip had pre- 
| sented. Guide sheets outlining the 
| key lessons of each filmstrip gave the 
class something for permanent record. 

On the eleventh Sunday morning, 
the trainees previewed their materials 
for the coming quarter. Separated 
into departmental groups, they were 
briefed by the superintendents. The 
last two Sundays of the course they 
sat in as observers in the classes they 
were soon to inherit. In this way they 
met the pupils and were also able to 
watch class procedure. When the time 
came to change teachers, everything 
went smoothly. 

To the surprise of many, both stu- 
dent and staff attendance reached a 
new peak on the morning of the 
switch. There was renewed interest 
and enthusiasm. The former teaching 


| staff was immediately enrolled in the 


training course. 


+ Now that these folks had begun 
their training in teaching methods, we 
took steps to deepen their understand- 
ing of the Word. Of course, we made 
sure in the beginning that each one 
had enough Bible background to begin 
to teach. 

I prepared a survey course of the 
Bible in dramatic form. Entitled “The 
Story the Bible Tells,” it consisted of 
a ten act skit with a study guide on 


Each teacher was ex- 
pected to study the manual at home. 
This course laid a basic foundation for 
understanding the Bible as a whole. 
Once both groups had been given 
this course, we offered another one to 
aid in teaching the curriculum theme 


each scene. 


for the year, “The Church.” In this 
we made use of the textbook, The 
Nature and Mission of the Church, by 
Donald G. Miller. The next course we 
intend to offer is the Moody filmstrip 
series, “Know Your Child.” Other 
courses already in the planning stage 
include Christian doctrine, hermeneu- 


tics, church history and Christian 
worship. 
After a year under this training 


program we are able to make the fol- 
lowing evaluation: 

Attendance has increased about fifty 
pupils per week with the same enroll- 
ment. During the summer months it 
held fairly stable—a strong contrast to 
former years. 

Even more significant, however, is 
the quality of teaching we have. Our 
teachers are being firmly rooted in 
Bible knowledge, doctrine and correct 
teaching methods. New teachers and 
leaders are being developed who 
would never have been reached under 
the former system. 

Benefits of this training are not con- 
fined to the Sunday school alone. The 
growth of these individuals is proving 
valuable in all phases of the church’s 
life. The full value of this training 
program may be accruing for years to 
come. END

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» Our initial work here is nothing less 
than the best of its type heretofore 
recorded. On our turntable is the 
album, SOLITUDE . . . THE DICK 
ANTHONY CHORISTERS (Word 
3120-LP), music arranged and di- 
rected by Dick Anthony. It is a beau- 
tiful sequel to the group’s previous 
recording, REFLECTIONS. 

This compilation of twelve selections 
introduces us once again to an unusual 
and extremely listenable approach to 
male ensemble singing. The whole 
feel is one of soft and sensitive texture, 
creating an almost romantic mood at 
times, yet with enough simple solidity 
to balance the whole. 

The real strength of the recording 
seems to lie in such numbers as Jesus, 
the Very Thought of Thee; I Am His, 
and He Is Mine; Nearer, Still Nearer 
and the hauntingly lovely closing 
selection on Side I, What Wondrous 
Love is This? The wistful, romantic 
personality of Dick Anthony is seen in 
his own composition, No Longer. The 
richness of the choral balance is very 
evident in this one. Actually, the way 
to listen to a sound like this is by 
stereo. The picture presented through 
the two channels is very satisfying. 

Side II opens with the sound of surf 
and seagull, which blends into flute 
and harp interplay and the song, 
Drifting. Perhaps the mood created 
here dilutes some vitality from the 
text by its exotic color.. As one said 
upon hearing it, “It almost sounds 
exhilarating to drift.” However, the 
message of the words is there if you 
listen closely. 

What Wondrous Love is modal and 
utterly satisfying to my ear. Women’s 
voices come in frequently, yet they 
don’t get in the way. In some in- 
stances, from the end of one phrase to 
the beginning of another, the ladies’ 
trio hums. This gives the old Fred 
Waring type sound at times. 

I'd say this one would be difficult to 
surpass. By the way, if you want to 
know what the conductor looks like, 
that’s he on the cover of the album, 
The landscape around him happens to 
be near Buffalo, New York.

as a part of the identifying label. This 
is good and definitely appropriate with 
this new recording by George Beverly 
Shea. The album is entitled, CROSS- 
ROADS OF LIFE (LPM 2252). 

Mr. Shea hits the mark again in this 
one. The orchestra and voices are 
directed by Nathan Scott and recorded 
at RCA Music Center in New York. 
There’s good presence on the soloist, 
giving a true picture of his vocal 
capacities. I would think that when a 
man makes as many records as Bev 
Shea has in his lifetime, he would soon 
run into some sort of difficulty in the 
selection of songs. Some of his record- 
ings of late have been re-runs of pre- 
viously recorded numbers, but they 
have always been performed better in 
treatment and over-all fidelity the 
second time. 

The music and words of The Way- 
side Cross set the pace, mood and text 
for the songs in this album. Titles 
that follow are Lead Me, Saviour, 
Never Give Up, In the Shadow of His 
Wings, Lead Me Gently Home and 
Jesus, Saviour, Pilot Me. 

The vocal group behind Mr. Shea 
sings with more empathy here than 
have some previous commercial 
groups that have worked with him. 
The organ on the album has a rather 
interesting sound. The album’s entire 
mood is of slow, deliberate pace—no 
gushing arpeggio or fanfare. There- 
fore, the mood and text seem con- 
gruous throughout. 


» Here’s one more disc from Word 
before we leave you. Youth for Christ 
International has released a bub- 
blingly alive compilation of talents 
from around the country—MUSICAL 
CHAMPIONS OF DECADE OF DES-

This album features the teen talent 
winners of the “Day of Champions” at 
the 1960 YFC convention at Winona 
Lake, Ind.

Peter with the challenge, “Lovest 
thou me?” On the mountain He issued 
His final command, “Go ye!” In the 
first, the Lord revitalized the flagging 
devotion of His followers. In the sec- 
ond, he supplied the needed con- 
fidence, power and commission. In 
these two post-resurrection encoun- 
ters, Jesus took a disordered, be- 
draggled group of men and trans- 
formed them into a living, throbbing 
organism of power. 

Did those men need assurance? Did 
they need renewed power? Were they 
in dire need of unity and conviction? 
Then they must go to Galilee. There 
they would meet the living Christ in 
the appointed place and be assured 
that He was alive and triumphant. 
There they would see Him for what He 
was—Master of Rome, Conqueror of 
death, and Dispenser of power. 

Once the disciples saw the victorious 
Christ, nothing could withstand the 
force of their preaching and witness- 
ing.

Guarding the Tongue 
James 3:1-12 


MEMORY SELECTION: A soft an- 
| swer turneth away wrath: but griev- 
| ous words stir up anger.—Proverbs 
15:1 


Keep in Mind 


Solomon and James are both teach- 
ers of practical religion. They are her- 
alds of wisdom, and show the way of 
wisdom in the very areas where we 
need instruction. But James had the 
advantage over Solomon. He had been 
brought up with Jesus. He had wit- 
nessed the cross and passion. He had 
| met the risen Lord. He spoke from the 
platform of the new covenant. He did 
not dabble in experiments with this 
world nor vex his mind with wisdom 
“under the sun.” He went straight to 
the fountain of all wisdom and applied 
the “wisdom which is from above” to 
the human scene. He will not allow 
you to be a mere doctrinaire, but de- 
mands the fruit of doctrine. He is not 
content with general principles. He 
must see them in operation. 

James has been accused of contra- 
dicting Paul, especially in 2:14-26, but 
that reveals a misunderstanding of 
both James and Paul. Paul has great 
practical passages too that can stand 
beside anything in James, only in a 
different style; but Paul is the theo- 
logian, laying a sure and deep founda- 
tion for faith, while James insists on 
the evidence. 


Consider These Points 

1. The dominance of the tongue (vv. 
1,2). Many clamor for the post of 
teacher in the church because it car- 
ries prestige and leadership. James 
suggests that if we realized the re- 
sponsibility which rests on the teacher 
and the stricter judgments that will be 
applied to him, we would not rush in 
so thoughtlessly. 

Quick to hear, slow to speak, is good 
practice. The ear will not get us into 
trouble as quickly as will the tongue. 
| So crucial is the tongue that it deter- 
| mines the control of the whole body. 
| We are told that the issue of the Bat- 








| tle of Waterloo hinged on the action 


| around a little farm house. So the con- 


| trol of the tongue means the discipline 


of the whole man.

Some things have power out of all 
proportion to their size. A bit, just a 
small piece of metal, commands the 
movements of the horse. A smali rud- 
der sets the course of the ship. A tiny 
spark can set a whole forest on fire. 
So the accomplishments of the tongue, 
for good or ill, are tremendous. Listen 
to its boastings. And note how wild 
passions can be stirred up and let loose 
in an orgy of iniquity by the lashings 
of the tongue. Any who remember 
hearing Hitler in the days of his power 
will know what an example of this he 
was. But he was neither the first nor 
the last. A vile slander whispered in 
secret is just as potent for evil. And 
once it is out, it cannot be retracted. 
It is like feathers scattered abroad, 
which cannot be regathered. 

3. The intractability of the tongue 
(vv. 7, 8). What a tamer man is! I 
remember how fascinated I was as a 
young boy to see a lion-tamer in the 
cage with the wild beasts. His eye 
seemed to cast a spell on them, so that 
they did exactly what he wanted them 
to do. The huge lumbering elephant, 
captured in its native habitat, is soon 
bending its great strength and skill to 
the will of man with more docility 
than a kitten. Yet this little member 
of the human body, the tongue, defies 
restraint. The chattering tongue still 
chatters. The lashing tongue still 
lashes. The biting tongue still bites. 
The lying tongue still lies. 

4. The duplicity of the tongue (vv. 
9-12). The worst thing about the 
tongue is its duplicity. One moment it 
is a saint, and the next moment it is a 
devil. One moment it is piously sing- 
ing the praises of the Most High, and 
the next moment it is engaged in slan- 
der that will break hearts and friend- 
ships and ruin lives. It can turn from 
the one to the other with no sense of 
incompatibility. Nature knows nothing 
to compare with it. Who can cure it of 
this fell disease? Only the grace of 
God can make the tongue a fountain 
of grace, and keep the foul waters 
from gushing forth. 


Apply These Truths 

1. As nuclear fission gives power for 
either production or destruction, so 
the tongue is a power for blessing or 
cursing. How do you use yours? 

2. Listen more, think more, speak 


less. 
3. Give the reins of the tongue into 
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the hands of the Holy Spirit. He only 
can tame it and keep the fountain pure 
and sweet.

Another is very care- 
ful to observe the Lord’s Day, but he 
is no stranger to sharp practices, at 
least verging on dishonesty. This is 
inconsistent, for the law is one. When 
we are directing our own lives, we pay 
attention to segments and neglect 
other areas. We are not big enough to 
handle the whole. Faith commits the 
entire gamut of life into the hands of 
the mighty Saviour, and He irons out 
these inconsistencies. 

3. Faith produces mercy (2:12, 13). 
We shall be judged as those who have 
received mercy, who have been liber- 
ated from our sins. The Judge will 
look for the practice of mercy from 
those who have received mercy. See 
Matthew 18:21-35. I wish we had 
space for Portia’s wonderful speech 
on mercy in Shakespeare’s Merchant 
of Venice. Here is a gem out of it: 

That in the course of justice none of us 

Should see salvation: we do pray for 
mercy; 

And that same prayer does teach us 
all to render 

The deeds of mercy. 

4. Faith produces action (2:14-17). 
Hungry and naked people need more 
than a pious benediction. A bowl of 
soup and a wrap carry more meaning. 
Faith will share its gifts, and trust the 
Giver to replenish the store. But we 
are so calculating. We want to see how 
the refill will be effected before we 
touch our supply. We need to learn 
that our supply is a stewardship. Our 
hands are God’s hands to bring God’s 
gifts to the needy. 

5. Faith produces patience (5:7-11). 
We are so impatient to have the score 
balanced, and when we think we can 
get away with it we undertake the bal- 
ancing ourselves, returning evil for 
evil. Faith, however, sees the Judge 
at the door, and knows that at His 
coming He will bring all things to 
rights, so that we can afford to wait, 
trusting our cause to Him. 


Apply These Truths 


1. Faith is the root; love is the fruit. 

2. Whatever does not spring from 
faith is sin. 

3. Faith that does not stir you to 
action is not the faith of the gospel. 


July 2 
Mary, the Mother of Jesus 
Luke 1:26-31; 2:41-49; John 19:25-27 


MEMORY SELECTION: Mary said, 
My soul doth magnify the Lord, and 
my spirit hath rejoiced in God my 
Saviour. For he hath regarded the low 
estate of his handmaiden: for, behold, 
from henceforth all generations shall 
call me blessed.—Luke 1: 46-48 
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Keep in Mind 

1. The unbiblical and unchristian 
exaltation of Mary in the Roman 
church tends to drive us to the other 
extreme of non-recognition. This we 
should avoid. Hers was indeed a 
unique privilege, and all we know of 
her indicates that she was a woman 
of sweet piety and devotion, as nearly 
worthy of her sacred trust as any mor- 
tal could be. While we cannot follow 
the Roman manner of calling her “the 
mother of God,” we certainly can join 
the saintly Elisabeth in acclaiming her 
“the mother of my Lord” (Luke 1: 43). 


2. At the other end of the line are 
those who either deny the virgin birth 
of Christ outright, or regard it as a 
mythological expression of spiritual 
truth. The latter will affirm their be- 
lief in the virgin birth when they 
recite the creed, and see nothing con- 
tradictory or dishonest in stating that 
Joseph was the father of Jesus! Lan- 
guage has lost meaning in some 
circles. The Bible was written for 
common people who would take its 
language at face value. Some of us 
still believe that our Lord was “con- 
ceived by the Holy Ghost, born of the 
Virgin Mary,” and mean just that. 


Consider These Points 


1. Mary’s submission (Luke 1:26- 
38). Mary’s question in verse 34 makes 
it evident that she understood the 
angel’s statement to refer to an im- 
mediate conception, and not a con- 
ception that would take place after 
marriage. The angel’s reply not only 
confirmed that impression but clearly 
indicated the supernatural character 
of the conception. In the classic words 
of verse 38, Mary accepted the role of 
motherhood thus appointed for her, 
giving her body to God for the sacred 
purpose. There is no suggestion of 
struggle in making her decision. It was 
instant obedience, in face of a price 
which she may or may not have 
clearly perceived. A thousand ques- 
tions may have rushed in upon her 
mind. How would this affect her rela- 
tion with Joseph? Would he under- 
stand the divine mystery? Who would 
inform him? And what about her kins- 
folks and friends and neighbors? How 
would they regard this ex-marital 
conception? Would this divine honor 
actually cost her public disgrace? 
Whether these questions vaguely or 
vividly came to her, she brushed them 
aside. All that mattered was that she 
was “the handmaid of the Lord,” in 
whom the will of God must be fulfilled. 


Here is consecration indeed. 


2. Mary’s surprise (Luke 2:41-49). 
This was Jesus’ first Passover as an 
“adult” in the Jewish sense. At the age 
of twelve (sometimes thirteen) the 
Jewish boy became a son of the law, 
a son of the congregation, morally re- 
sponsible for his own conduct. There 
were several surprises for Mary in 
connection with this visit. First came 
the consternation at finding Jesus not 
in the company at the end of the first 
day of the return journey. His remain- 
ing behind in Jerusalem was some- 
thing more than using His new pre- 
rogative as an adult. A second surprise 
was finding the lad absorbed in con- 
versation with the biblical scholars in 
the temple. He was not assuming the 
role of teacher, nor showing off His 
knowledge, but His questions and an- 
swers alike revealed an understanding 
which amazed these doctors. But the 
biggest surprise of all must have been 
when Jesus set “my Father” over 
against “your father” which Mary had 
used in referring to Joseph. Here was 
a reminder of His prior relationship 
which must always take precedence 
over all human ties. 

3. Mary’s sorrow (John 19:25-27). 
Simeon had said to Mary at the pres- 
entation of her holy Child, “A sword 
shall pierce through thine own soul 
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also” (Luke 2:35). Now it was come to 
pass as she beheld her Son on a cross 
between two criminals. Was it for this 
that she had given her body—for this 
that she had endured reproach and 
misunderstanding? How much she un- 
derstood of the mystery of the cross 
we cannot say, but the Lord in His 
pain sought to relieve her anguish by 
having her taken from the scene by 
His most loving disciple. The next and 
last time we see her she is at prayer 
with the believing band on the eve of 


| Pentecost (Acts 1:14). 


Apply These Truths 

1. We also are asked to “present our 
bodies,” that we may have fulfilled in 
us “that good, and acceptable, and 


| perfect, will of God” (Rom. 12:1, 2). 


2. No human bond, be it domestic, 
ecclesiastic or patriotic, may take 
precedence over our loyalty to Christ. 

3. Never allow your own sorrow to 
absorb you, but seek out another to

Two nations have shown special in- 
in St. Andrew — Russia and 
Scotland. He is regarded as the first to 
bring the gospel to Russia, and in his 
honor Peter the Great founded the 
Order of St. Andrew, membership in 
which was reserved almost exclusively 
for royalty, being the highest distinc- 
tion within the Czar’s gift. Scotland 
adopted him as its patron saint. The 
city and university of St. Andrews are 
named after him. Scotland’s place in 


| the Union Jack, the flag of the United 
| Kingdom, is St. Andrew’s cross. 


It is 
X-shaped, reminiscent of the tradi- 
tion that the apostle Andrew was cru- 
cified on a cross of that form. 

Like certain of David’s mighty men, 
Andrew did not attain unto the first 
three (II Sam. 23:19, 23). We remem- 
ber that Peter, James and John consti- 


| tuted the “inner circle” of the apostles. 





But once Andrew was included in the 
elect company. He joined the three in 
asking the Lord about the days of the 
consummation (Mark 13:3). So his 
thirst for knowledge almost won for 
him a place among the three. 


Consider These Points 


Andrew was a wonderful contact 
man. After he himself had made con- 





tact with the Lord Jesus, he became 
the liaison between the Saviour and 
others. Is not that the normal order 
for a Christian? 

1. The saving contact (John 1:35- 
39). Andrew was a disciple of John 
the Baptist. Unlike some of John’s 
disciples (3:26), he realized that this 
Elijah-like teacher was not gathering 
followers for himself, but was prepar- 
ing men to receive the Christ of whom 
he witnessed. When, therefore, John 
the Baptist pointed out Jesus as “the 
Lamb of God,” Andrew knew that, so 
far as he was concerned, John’s min- 
istry was completed; so leaving his 
instructor, he hastened after Jesus, in 
company with another who probably 
was John the apostle. This action of 
Andrew and his companion gave John 
the Baptist more satisfaction than the 
mistaken loyalty of those who were 
jealous for him when the multitudes 
began going after Jesus. Flitting 
around a preacher will never save a 
soul, but going after Jesus will. 

2. The witnessing contact (John 
1: 40-42). What Andrew found in Jesus 
was so good that he was impelled to 
share it. The first one he thought of 
was his own brother and partner in 
the fishing business. One’s own house- 
hold is an excellent place to begin 
witnessing for the Lord. It may be the 
most difficult place, but that gives no 
exemption. We have a peculiar re- 
sponsibility for our own kinsfolk. In 
Andrew’s case I am not sure that it 
was so difficult to approach his broth- 
er. They probably shared the same 
Messianic hopes. But this is what I see 
in Andrew. He saw Jesus paying spe- 
cial attention to his brother and mani- 
fested no jealousy. 

3. The apostolic contact (Matt. 4: 18- 
20). That first meeting with the Lord 
did not involve a following in the sense 
of leaving his regular work as a fish- 
erman. There is no indication that 
Andrew and Peter volunteered. They 
were called. I am not convinced that 
our Lord is waiting for volunteers. 
We read of two who volunteered, but 
that seems to have been the end of 
the matter (Luke 9:57-62). But in the 
case of the apostles, the Lord broke in 
upon them with His imperious de- 
mand, and they obeyed. 

4, The opportune contact (John 6:8, 
9). Andrew seemed to have a way of 
always being at the point of contact 
when need arose. So it was when the 
Lord wanted bread for the multitude. 
Andrew had engaged this young lad 
in friendly conversation until he was 
ready to give his little bit of lunch to 
the Lord. I’d like to know more about 
that conversation which played such a 
part in the great miracle. I remember 
too that Andrew was at hand to help 
Philip bring the request of the Greeks 
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to Jesus (John 12:20-22). He was an 
opportunist of the right sort. 


Apply These Truths 

1. A preacher who wins followers 
has his reward, but a preacher who 
loses followers to Jesus will not lose 
his reward. 

2. The one you lead to Christ may 
surpass you and become a leader in 
the church. Don’t be envious, but re- 
joice. 

3. Are you always at the right place 
at the right time, or do you habitually 
turn up missing? 

July 16 
Matthew, the Converted Publican 
Matthew 9:9-13; 10:1-4 


MEMORY SELECTION: He left all, 
rose up, and followed him.—Luke 
5:28 
Keep in Mind 

1. In recording the call of Matthew, 
Luke refers to him as Levi, but in his 
own account of his call Matthew uses 
the name by which we all know him. It 
may be that Levi was his name before 
Christ called him, and that part of the 
break from his old life was the as- 
sumption of a new name. It is notice- 
able also that Luke introduces him as 
“a publican,” a term which to the 
patriotic Jew meant a traitor, a quis- 
ling; but Matthew speaks of himself 
as “a man, named Matthew,” soften- 
ing the opprobrium. 

2. In other ways Luke’s account 
shows up more favorably for Matthew 
than his own. How vividly Luke de- 
scribes the tax-gatherer’s response: 
“He left all, rose up, and followed 
him.” Then Luke tells us that it was 
Matthew himself who “threw the 
party” immediately described, appar- 


ently as a means of having his old | 


associates meet his new Master. For 
Luke’s account see chapter 5 of his 
Gospel, verses 27-32. 


Consider These Points 


1. The Saviour breaks new ground. 
Up to this point the disciples whom 
Jesus called were indeed humble men, 
but respectable—men accepted in the 
Jewish society. Now He does a bold 
thing. He calls a man from the ranks 
of the non-respectable. The publican 
(or tax-gatherer) was classed with 
the moral reprobate. There were two 
grades of them—the tax farmer, who 
paid the Roman power for the right of 
collection in a district, and the sub- 
ordinates, who did the actual collect- 
ing. Zacchaeus seems to have been one 
of the former (Luke 19:2), and Mat- 
thew one of the latter. Both were 
thoroughly hated, not only for the 
extortion which was prevalent among 
them, but for the fact that they had 
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sold out to the Romans. But the “pub- 
lican” was still a “man,” and Jesus 
saw the man—a sinner indeed, but 
salvable. 

2. The disciple strikes a new pattern. 
Matthew was making a clean break 
with his old life, but he had a care for 
his associates in that old life. Before he 
lost touch with them in the itinerant 
life which faced him, he created an 
opportunity for them to meet the Lord 
Jesus. Luke calls it “a great feast,” 
which suggests that nothing was 
spared. Jesus was the guest of honor, 
and we may be sure that He was 
treated more courteously in this home 
of a converted publican than in the 
home of Simon the Pharisee, where 
the feet washing, the kiss, and the 


| anointing oil were all neglected (John 


7:44-46). Here is the first evangelistic 
supper on record. The method has of 
late been practiced by the Moody 
Church of Chicago. The dinners are 
held in a good restaurant, the Chris- 
tian paying for two and bringing an 
unsaved friend as guest. There have 
been some notable results. 

3. Pharisees offer a new com- 
plaint. The only new thing which the 
Pharisees allowed was a new com- 
plaint, and they were ready with it 
to meet this new departure—a rabbi 
eating with tax-gatherers and sinners! 
How deftly Jesus answered them! 
Does a doctor spend his time with well 
people or with sick people? Jesus was 
among these sinners as a Saviour, not 
to condone, nor yet to condemn, but to 
save. Nowadays we hear much about 
preventive medicine. In the spiritual 
realm we are a few thousand years too 
late for that. We are all sinners, we 
have already contracted the disease, 
and we need curative medicine from 
the Great Physician. He did not come 
for the righteous, but for the sinner. 

4. The apostles discover a new fel- 





lowship. Can you imagine Matthew 
| the publican and Simon the Zealot 





(see Luke 6:15) in the same com- 
pany? The Zealots were the extreme 
patriots who were prepared to go all 
lengths in resisting the power of Rome 
—even to assassination. But see what 


| Christ does! He ennobles the base and 


tames the wild. He makes the lion to 
lie down with the ox, and He makes 
two men of such extremes to come to- 
gether in a sweet fellowship, bound by 
a common devotion to Him. 


Apply These Truths 


1. If you want a religion of “re- 
spectability,” don’t come to Christ. 

2. It is very virtuous to sing,

You SHOULD KNOW 


Today Bill is, first 

of all, a singer.

London, have probably sold well over 
100,000 discs. 

The average listener might marvel 
at the apparent ease and smoothness of 
a Pearce vocal or trombone solo. And 
the casual observer might assume that 
Bili Pearce had neared the top of the 
musical heap. But the picture on the 
surface may be deceiving. For behind 
the rich singing tones and the pre- 
cision speech lie years of patient 
plodding, recording, listening for flaws 
and trying again. And behind the 
easy manner and smile is a sensitive 
and sincere Christian musician who 
doesn’t think in terms of “success” or 
“going up in the world.” This is Bill 
Pearce, the fellow who wants simply 
to “keep in tune” with the Lord from 
day to day, Bill Pearce the ex-Marine, 
the singer with a message from his 
heart, the fellow you should know. 


+ Frasu back for a moment to a high 
school in the Philadelphia area about 
the time Hitler’s armies were goose- 
stepping across Europe. Behind one 
of the trombones in the school band, a 
Christian teenager pumped away at 
an old tune. He had taken lessons and 
knew the rudiments, but he rebelled 
against the straightjacket his teachers 
wanted to put him in. At home he 
listened with admiration to the best 
trombone players in the country, 
especially the few men who played in 
the high ranges. But at that time the 
best trombone men were in the dance 
bands. 

At home, too, he was steeped in 
other types of music. He studied to a 
background of Brahms and relaxed 
with Bach and Beethoven. His mother, 
an accomplished musician, composed 
a number of gospel songs, including 
the well-known “When He Shall 
Come.” On weekends he played in a 
brass quartet for evangelist and youth 
worker Percy Crawford. There was 
never any question about it, no con- 
scious decision. Music would be his 
career. He never thought of anything 
else. 
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At commencement time, however, 
it appeared that any rise in the world 
of music would have to wait for 
awhile. With fires burning in both 
Europe and the Far East, he stepped 
in line with thousands of other June 
grads at the Marine recruiting office. 
But before long, the trombone case 
joined the duffle bag, and Bill began to 
play with the Marine Band at Camp 
Lejeune, N.C. 

Here he worked slowly on playing 
above the normal range for a trom- 
bone. When he was transferred to 
special services to play with the Bob 
Crosby band, he sat beside the men 
who played the way he wanted to play. 
When another band member would 
slip up to an F above high C, the 
young Marine would ask himself, Why 
can't I play up there? 

Today he can hit that F regularly— 
but it didn’t come over night. “It was 
something like lifting weights,” Bill 
puts it. “You don’t lift the 150 
pounder over your head on the first 
try. Each time you go a little higher.” 

As his horn reached higher and 
higher, so did the Bill Pearce musical 
career. To all appearances he was on 
the upswing, playing with one of the 
best bands in the land and developing 
a smooth style of his own. 

But take eighteen years of training 
in a Christian home, where the Bible 
is not only taught but lived, mix it 
with a few years of living an unsur- 
rendered life and you’re bound to have 
trouble—spiritual trouble. When the 
international conflict ended and Bill 
was discharged, he began a period of 
personal conflict. 

Military service had presented some 
very real problems. True, he was 
under orders to play in the band, just 
as much as the man on the front line 
was under orders to kill the enemy. 
And he was gaining experience in a 
chosen field of service. But under- 
neath he was troubled about the serv- 
ice years and the band playing and— 
most of all—his own relationship to 
the Lord. 





Now the Word which he knew so 
well began to work in his heart until 
he turned his life over to Jesus Christ 
to use as He would. 

About this time Bill was led by 
friends to Moody Bible Institute in 
Chicago to take a crack at radio work. 
There he found fellowship with a man 
who, as Bill puts it, “set him on his 
feet spiritually.” In Chicago, also, 
Bill met Patty, a student nurse then 
but today Mrs. Pearce. 


+ A BIOGRAPHER might term these next 
years Part Two of Bill Pearce’s life. 
He put the trombone in its case to stay 
for awhile, then turned his attention 
to his work as announcer on WMBI. 
Underneath was some of the same Bill 
Pearce, however—the Bill Pearce who 
said, “When I try anything, I shoot for 
the moon.” 

Take, for example, the way he 
tackled the job of radio announcing. 
Handicapped by an eastern accent and 
no experience, another fellow might 
go out and buy a book on “How to Be 
an Announcer.” Not Bill Pearce. At 
quitting time he headed for the studios 
of the best announcers in the Mid- 
west—men with near-perfect diction. 
There, for hours, he listened to every 
word and watched every movement— 
how they moved their lips, what they 
did with their feet under the table. 

He put the same drive into training 
when he began to sing. Until this 
time, his musical career had centered 
on the trombone, but when an open- 
ing came for a bass in a gospel quartet, 
he filled in. Next came a few solo 
spots, then his own program. Once 
again he put to work the practice of 
listening to the best in the field and 
trying to match them—a_ practice 
which had proved successful in his 
trombone playing and radio announc- 
ing. 

The practice paid off again, and his 
vocal talent was recognized and put 
to work. This time, however, Bill had 
found the medium which he knew was 
his real channel of service. Now, he 
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could tell someone as he never could 
before that “no one understands like 
Jesus.” In song he could direct a 
troubled listener to the “marvelous 
grace of our loving Lord” or explain 
that “Thou wilt keep him in perfect 


peace whose mind is stayed on Thee.” | 
Singing is serious business with Bill |

cleanse me before I sing, and often 
when I’ve finished a song, I’m ex- 
hausted, poured out.” 

The attention Bill pays to the mes- 
sage results in a deliberate enuncia- 
tion of each word. “When I’m singing, 


I'm not thinking about method or | 


technique. This is automatic, some- 
thing I’ve picked up through the years. 
I think about the words and try to fit 
the message to the music.” 


(Few would suspect, however, that | 


on occasion, when he’s concentrating 


on expressing the mood of the mes- | 


sage, he forgets the words. 
happens, as it has many times, he 
makes them up as he goes along. 
‘I’m a great faker,” Bill laughs.)

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T# girl on the trolley was worried. 

Judging from the bundles she 
carried, she had done her patriotic 
best to raise the national installment 
debt to a new high. As she clung to 
the strap with one hand, her packages 
threatened to fall from their perch on 
the other arm. And there she stood. 
If she let go of the strap to adjust the 
bundles, she would lose her balance. 
If she held on, she would lose her 
possessions. 

Down at the lake a young campe1 
paddled his canoe up to the dock. 
Then, unlike Hiawatha, he stood up 
and stuck one long leg on the dock. 
Well, the canoe retreated and the 
camper began to stretch—one foot on 
the dock and the other in the canoe. 
For one long moment he looked back 
and forth, trying to decide: Shall I 
jump for the dock or push back to the 
canoe? 

Hundreds of teenagers today are in 
the same fix as the girl on the trolley 
or the fellow in the canoe. They’re 
trying desperately to hang on to the 
old life, the old habits and hangouts, 
and live the Christian life at the same 
time. They refuse to drop their own 
bundle of interests and go all out for 
Jesus Christ. They’re unwilling to let 
go of one and cling to the other. 

I think you know what I mean. 
Take the case of the freshman girl who 
asked the campus Christian worker, 
“Why can’t we have our Bible club 
meeting on some other night beside 
Friday?” “And what’s wrong with 
Friday?” the worker asked innocently. 
“Well, that’s date night,” she replied. 

What this coed failed to see was that 
there is a new life in Christ. When we 
come into the family of God, He ex- 
pects us to turn from the pretty pack- 
age of things we want to do and sub- 
stitute His choices for us. 

Now up goes the cry, “The same 
old record! Here’s cheerless Charlie 
with his sermon on the sad pan. He’s 
against jokes, bright ties and good 
times for the Christian.” You’re 
wrong! We don’t frown on fun. Hurrah 
for fun! For our frustrated freshman, 
there was nothing wrong in a Friday 
night of fun with the man of the hour. 
But she represents a clan who preach 
that Christianity is an easy-believing, 
happy-go-lucky type of faith which, 
like a pill, you can wash down with 
chocolate milk. 

Let’s put it this way. You're a 
Christian. Sure. You’ve accepted 
Jesus Christ as your Saviour. You're 
thrilled because He died on the cross 
for you. He took your place. You 
know that you should live a new life 
in Christ, and you try. You really 
try. But somehow you can’t seem to 
let go of the old habits and you’re not 
sure why you should drop them. Face 
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it. You had some good times before 
you became a Christian. No one got 
hurt and no windows were broken. 
Why should you cut all the old ties? 
One answer that comes right to the 
point of this question came from the 
Lord Jesus when He said, “If any man 
will come after me, let him deny him- 
self and take up his cross daily and 
follow me.” Now “taking up our cross 
daily” doesn’t mean picking out a 
special hardship to bear for Jesus 
Christ. The cross is not a burden for 
us. Taking up the cross daily simply 
means letting Jesus Christ take over, 
letting the old nature be crucified with 
Him, dead, dormant; it means permit- 
ting Jesus Christ to direct every 
thought, action, word and desire. 


+ MAyBE, you complain, that’s not as 
easy as it sounds. Well, for the how- 
to-do-it, you might get some answers 


by looking at the honor roll of faith in | 
The heroes of the faith 


Hebrews 11. 
listed there had one thing in common. 
They were looking ahead. They were 
more than willing to break with old 
patterns of behavior, old dwelling 
places, old friends, if necessary. 

The Christian, of course, looks 
ahead to Jesus. He has his attention, 
his mind, his heart, fixed on Him. 
When he looks out toward God, he 
doesn’t see himself. In fact the Lord 
taught that His power lay in looking 
continually at the Father (Look up 
John 5:19, 20). And the writer of 
Hebrews summed it up in the phrase 
“looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith.” The key to 
living the crucified life is the direction 
in which we’re looking. 

Take the case of our friend in the 
canoe. If he had kept his eyes on the 
dock, he might have made it. But he 
couldn’t decide what he wanted. He 
got to worrying that he’d lose the boat 
if he jumped for the dock. When we 
look to Jesus Christ and see our sin- 
ful selves nailed to the cross with Him, 
crucified with Him, then the attraction 
of the old life is gone. The Bible calls 
this, “killing the deeds of the body.” 
We can’t do this ourselves. The Holy 
Spirit does it for us as we keep our 
eyes fixed on Jesus Christ. And when 
we do this, we really begin to live.

FOR CHRIST IN EDUCATION! 
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AY HEN you seem to be full of butter- 


flies and your knees are made of 


rubber, or you feel as though you 
might at any moment rise right off the 
floor and float out of the window, is it 
really love? Will it last? Is it normal? 

You would like it to be the real 
thing, wouldn’t you? Love is the 
greatest and who wants to be left out 
in the cold? But underneath are 
those nagging worries: Am I ready? 
Is it more than I can handle? How 
does it fit into God’s plan for my life? 

Wouldn’t it be handy if there were a 
thermometer to measure palpitations 
of the heart or degrees of dizziness and 
show whether or not yours is a real 
case. But no such luck! To date 
science hasn’t come up with such a 
handy control. 

But cheer up; there’s a better way, 
and it’s available. Understanding is 
half the solution. If you can come to 
understand some of the whys and 
wherefores about your behavior, you 
can handle your feelings and thank 
God for them. 

Did you know that this great need 
for love that is built into human na- 
ture is from God? Scientists say that 
healthy babies who are fed well, but 
not loved adequately, get sick and die. 

Actually being in love is no new 
experience for you. You’ve been in 
love almost from the day you were 
born, and this first love of your life 
has a lot to do with how you react 
now to all others. 

Perhaps you have already guessed 
who it was that you loved first of all. 
You're right; it was yourself! You 
don’t remember this, but it’s a fact. 
You spent hours whispering sweet 
little nothings to yourself and enjoy- 
ing your delicious fingers and toes. 
When you saw yourself in the mirror 
it was love at first sight. Your whole 
world revolved around seeing to it 
that you were comfortable, happy and 
amused. 

No one else really mattered until 
you grew up and discovered the one 
who made you comfortable and happy 
—your mother. Then life expanded to 
include her. Gradually your love ex- 
panded to include father, brothers, 
sisters, teachers and friends. 


+ OF course it wasn’t easy; the ex- 
panding of love never is. There’s a 
strong pull in all of us that makes us 
want to run back to the first stage, to 
just be coddled and cared for, to for- 
get everyone else. 

But a person who never grows 
beyond just loving himself cannot

possibly enter into the supreme ex- 
perience for which we were all de- 
signed and created: loving God. Jesus 
summed up the whole of God’s ex- 
pectation for us by saying, “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind . .. And thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself” (Matt. 
22: 37-39). 

How well are you doing with these 
commandments? Is it hard for you to 
love others? There isn’t space to go 
into detail right now, but let’s remem- 
ber that God knows how hard it is. 
We can’t, in fact, meet His require- 
ments without His help. So, like a 
magnet, His love draws us away from 
our self love. His love on the cross 
breaks the strangle hold of our self- 
interest and sets our hearts free to 
expand and love others. 

Right here let’s stop and sort out a 
big tangle that confuses most of us. 
It’s this word “love.” We find it 
everywhere from billboards to Bible. 
But it’s a shifty character that seems 
to wear many guises from the ridicu- 
lous “I love lemon drops” to the sub- 
lime “For God so loved the world.” 

If we all spoke Greek we'd have less 
confusion, for there we would find 
several words to express different 
aspects of love. First, there is epi- 
thymia. This is a strong desire or 
craving. It is a getting kind of love 
that springs from our bodily appetites. 
Epithymia is a respectable member 
of the love family, but not the whole 
of it, as one might think if he listened 
to much popular music. 

Then there is filia, love that expands 
to include others, usually those who 
like what we like, think the way we 
do and like us. This is brotherly love, 
a getting and giving love. 

The third kind of love is agape, a 
giving, giving, giving love. It’s God’s 
kind of love, the selfless love which 
floods our hearts when we are born 
into His family. It loves without de- 
manding to be loved in return. 


+ “Burt,” you ask, “what has all this 
to do with whether or not I’m really 
in love?” Well, if you’re a Christian 
you should love with God’s kind of 
love—the love that deeply desires the 
very best for your friend and is willing 
even to suffer for it. Have you expe- 
rienced that kind of love? 

Most of what we see around us is in 
the epithymia class alone. It’s the 
“getting” kind which is first of all in- 
terested in what “I like,” what suits 
me, or what sends me. Many ro- 
mances start right here. We are at- 
tracted to someone because of good 
looks or personality. Sometimes it’s a 
crazy reason like a turned up nose or

a shy grin that’s especially appealing. 
God gave us a capacity to respond to 
the attractiveness of others, but it isn’t 
enough for true love. 

Sue and Barney know all about this. 
They were “crazy in love” after their 
second date. But three weeks later 
they couldn’t have cared less. It was 
epithymia. She was a doll, and he 
was cute, but after they got beyond 
the initial attraction Sue became 
bored, and Barney felt real uncom- 
fortable around her. 

You can find broken marriages all 
around you that started with people 
falling in love with each other’s body 
(to put it crudely) and thinking that 
this was enough to build a marriage 
on. When they began to live together 
they discovered the person in the body 
and romance has faded. 

What about filia? At first you may 
not think it exciting enough to be 
called love at all. But it’s the warm 
wonder of discovering someone else 
who’s walking toward the same goals 
you are, enjoying the same events and 
sights along the way, understanding 
and being understood. When cul- 


tivated, filia grows remarkably hardy 


and keeps improving with age. 


+ But back to you. If Jesus Christ 
lives in your heart, His agape can 
bring not only satisfying completeness 
but can add something you need very 


much for a happy love relationship. | 


In agape lies the self-sacrificing power 
of control that thinks of the other 
person’s good and keeps epithymia 
in check. Do you remember how 
I Corinthians 13 describes love? It’s 
agape of which Paul writes: 


“Love endures long and is kind; | 


love is not jealous; love is not out for 
display; it is not conceited or un- 
mannerly; it is neither self-seeking 
nor irritable nor does it take account 
of a suffered wrong” (I Cor. 13:4-5, 
Berkeley). 


Do you dare check your love life by 


this yardstick? What about those 
sticky sessions in the car parked along 
Lovers’ Lane? Is your “going steady” 
a subtle way of pursuing your own 
selfish advantage, of using another 
person to gain your own security? Or 


is your interest in helping him or her | 


to be the best possible person, in 
sacrificing if need be for his good?. 

Do you want the best? Then don’t 
be satisfied with physical and emo- 
tional attraction alone. Check for 
common interests, common attitudes 
and ideals, common background and, 
most important, an unselfish concern 
for the other person.

that this is God’s choice for you. 
God to help you keep your feelings 
under control. Then honestly ask Him 
what He wants for you. 

If you’re troubled about common 
interests and backgrounds, seek out a 


pastor or youth counselor. If you’re 
troubled about the agape part, spend 
enough time with God to be sure that 
He is first, not your special friend, and 
that it’s His will you want most. 

If your love measures up to God's 
ideal in I Corinthians 13, remember to 
thank Him. But don’t think that this 
will mean green lights all the way 
to the wedding—or beyond. A suc- 
cessful marriage is not automatic. It 
will take God’s love—and work—to 
achieve it.

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Q. How can I resist sexual tempta- 
tions? 

A. Temptations are like tramps. 
Treat them kindly and they return. 
There is only one sure way to resist 
temptation, and that way is made clear 
in the Scriptures: 

“There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man: 
but God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the temptation also 
make a way to escape, that ye may be 
able to bear it. Wherefore, my dearly 
beloved, flee...” (I Cor. 10:13, 14). 

Here are some other passages that 
mention “running away” from temp- 
tation: “Flee also youthful lusts” 
(II Tim. 2:22); “Flee fornication .. .” 
(I Cor. 6:18); “But thou, O man of 
God, flee these things” (I Tim. 6:11). 

Perhaps the idea of running away 
from something ruffles your feathers. 
But if you want to live up to God’s 
standards, there are some things from 
which you will have to flee. You just 
can’t linger around.

Of these, 66.2 per cent began drinking 
because of social pressure. 

When the committee of the Chicago 
convention went to Abraham Lincoln 
to tell him of his nomination, he served 
ice water and said, “Gentlemen, we 
must pledge our mutual healths in the 
most healthful beverage which God 
has given to man. It is the only bever- 
age I have ever used in my family, and 
I cannot conscientiously depart from 
it on the present occasion.” 

A Christian cannot compromise with 
this evil which is sweeping across our 
country. There is much in the Bible 
on drinking. There is the plain in- 
junction, “Be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess” (Eph. 5:18), and 
the longer description of the poor, 
misguided, befuddled drunk in Pro- 
verbs 23:29-35. But you don’t even 
have to know what the Bible says 
about drinking to recognize the effects 
of alcohol on our society today. 


Q. Why do you believe that witness- 
ing for Christ is so important? 


A. It’s a must for spiritual growth. 
Let me tell you a few things that will | 
happen when you start witnessing. 

For one thing, it will make you 
study your Bible. You'll be better 
prepared to face the questions that | 
non-Christians sooner or later will 
ask. You'll find that it will also affect 
your prayer life. You'll begin pray- 
ing for those people to whom you have 
spoken. And, as you declare your 
Christian position, you'll begin living 
out the Christian life. Finally, you'll 
find yourself wanting to share in the 
Lord’s ministry by giving to the 
church and to missions. 

These are just a few reasons. The 
most obvious answer, of course, is that | 
the gospel message is a matter of | 
eternal destiny.

MAY shock some of you with our 


Bible study this month. Looking at 
the kind of life most modern Christian 
teenagers live, I cannot help wonder- 
ing, “Is this the life God really 
wants?” 

You know the kind. of things that 
| occupy the kids who go to your 

church—the games, the dates, the 
youth meets at the church, and, of 
course, plenty of school work! No 
doubt they (and perhaps you) have 
accepted this pattern of life without 
thinking much about it. 

Yes, I’m asking if this is really the 
kind of life God wants. We are going 
to answer the question by looking into 
the Bible for some of the main things 
that ought to occupy a Christian’s 
time. 


+ First, if you are a Christian, you 
should be concerned with worship. 
That may sound dull. It may not seem 
to tie in much with the fast-moving 
life most of us like. But wait a minute. 

You are a Christian because God 
sought and found you when you were 
going astray. Now, why did He seek 
for you? The end of John 4:23 will 
give you the answer, and it may sur- 
prise you. What does He want from 
you? The next verse will tell you how 
it is to be done. Is it just a matter of 
what you say or sing outwardly? 

What do you think the verse means? 

Not to do this is to rob the Lord of 
something which He deserves. See 

Psalm 29:2. What is due Him? What 

should we do? 
| How much of your time goes to 

genuine worship of God? I am not 

talking about standing around a piano 

singing choices out of a song book, or 

even just attending worship service 
'on Sunday mornings. I mean real 
heart-worship of God, both privately 
and publicly. God gives it high 
priority. 

Be sure that you begin each day 
with worship. One suggestion is to 
take the psalms—one each day—as a 
| basis for devotion. Make sure also that 
| your youth fellowship is truly a wor- 
| shiping fellowship.

you should be concerned with wis- 
dom. What effort are you making to 
get to know your Christian faith more 
deeply and to prepare yourself to be 
useful in the Lord’s service? 

Paul gave Timothy good advice in 
II Timothy 2:15. What was Timothy 
told he must do? At the end of the 
verse you will see the book which was 
especially to concern him. Whose ap- 
proval was Timothy to seek in all this? 

How far are you obeying personally 
this verse? What steps are you taking 
to come to grips with “the word of 
truth”? Listening to talks and sermons 
is only a small part of the answer. 

Here is a suggestion. Can you put 
aside an hour each week for Bible 
study? Take a New Testament book 
such as Philippians or I Thessalonians 


and spend that hour for several 
months studying it. First read the 
book several times, using possibly 


more than one reliable translation. 
Then take each chapter separately. 
Decide what is the main message of 
the chapter and give it a title. 

Next, try to write a shortened ver- 
sion of the whole book in your own 
words; for example: “Paul and Timo- 
thy send their greetings to the Chris- 
tians in Philippi, and promise them 
that they are praying for them. . .” 
and so on. Lastly, go through, verse 
by verse, and write down some lesson 
for your own life from each verse. 
You may remember the blessing God 
will give you in this way as long as 
you live. 


+ TuirDLy, if you are a Christian you 
should be concerned with works. We 
are told, of course, that good works 
are not necessary for salvation, but 
we sometimes think that this means 
they are not necessary at all! 

James gives us a simple definition 
of pure religion in his epistle (1:27). 
I hope you are keeping the require- 
ment at the end of the verse, and not 
allowing the world’s defilements to 
infect you. But what does James also 
say we should be doing? Can you say 
honestly you are doing anything in 
your own life that corresponds with 
this? Of course, the Bible is only giv- 
ing an example here of the kind of

thing that is meant. Another example 
is given in 2:15, 16. What is it? 

The main thing to notice is that 
once again the Bible is not concerned 
with the rather self-centered kind of 
“fellowship” we so often enjoy, which 
tends sometimes to make our Chris- 
tian activities into one load of fun. 
Nor is it speaking here about preach- 
ing the gospel or witnessing. It is 
talking about doing things for others, 
when needed, which involve you in a 
sacrifice of time or money. Your youth 
group should have this type of project 
in mind, too. 















If you really want to be used by | 


Christ in this way, He will show you 
many ways in which you are needed. 
It may be simply providing some free 
baby-sitting to set an older couple 
free for Christian service. It may be 
helping someone to move house, pre- 
paring a room for a meeting, helping 
an old person with spring cleaning 
or making friends with some misfit at 
school. It may be no more than a 
friendly word when it is needed, but 
whatever it is, it will bring glory to 
Christ if done for Him. 


+ Anp lastly, if you are a Christian 
you should be concerned with witness. 
Turn to Luke 8:39 and see what in- 
structions the Lord Jesus gave to a 
man who had been healed. Where was 
he to go? What was he to do? What 
was he to tell the people? Did he do it? 

Then look at the well-known verse, 
Acts 1:8, and see whether we are told 
to do the same thing. 

What is witnessing? It is not just 
carrying a big Bible around with you 
or attending evangelistic rallies. It is 
not merely wearing a “Jesus Saves” 
pin or leaving tracts around your 
school. We can so easily make these 
things a substitute for what witness- 
ing really is, which is telling someone 
else what great things Jesus has done 
for you, and seeking to bring that 
person to Him. 

You will need to get to know non- 
Christian kids first; then opportuni- 
ties will come to take them to special 
evangelistic weekends or rallies where 
they may hear God’s Word. You will 
be able also to tell them simply what 
a difference Christ has made to you. 

Are you doing this? Will you begin 
now? 

How about your youth fellowship? 
It can so easily be no more than a club 
for the saved, with no outreach to the 
lost. Make sure that a number of 
your meetings have a real appeal to 
non-Christians, and get a first-rank 
speaker to present the claims of 
Christ. Use the opportunity to bring 
in outsiders. Are you seeing conver- 
sions through your witness? If not, 
get to work—and to prayer! END
